WASHINGTON, May 17. — Settle- 
ment of the long standing dispute 
between Chile and Peru over the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica was 
announced by President Hoover this 
afternoon on the broad basis of 
awarding Tacna to Peru and Arica 
to Chile. 

In announcing the agreement be- 
tween the two countries, which is 
designed to terminate a controversy 
extending over the last forty-six 
years, or since the conclusion of the 
war of the Pacific between Peru and 
Bolivia on the one side and Chile on 
the other, the President exercised 
his good offices at the request of 
both sides. 

The actual terms had been decided 
upon through direct negotiations be- 
tween Chile and Peru, which had 
been conducted, for the most part at 
Lima, since last September. 

The understanding, to become ef- 
fective, must now be placed in the 
form of a treaty between the two 
countries. This procedure is under- 
stood already to have beén prepared, 
with practically the. only, question. 
left being the ratification of the com- 
pact by the Parliaments of the two 
countries. 

Some Home Opposition Likely. 


That opposition will be expressed 
fn the two countries is accepted as 
certain, but there is confidence on 
all sides that the ratification will te 
voted, although Peru, with a Presi- 
dential election due in October and 
its Cabinet having resigned on the 
day the agreement was reached, is 
almost certain to have a stormy po- 
litical battle over the terms of the 
settlement. 

Once ratifications are exchanged, 
the treaty is to become operative 
within thirty days through delivery 
by Chile of the province of Tacna 
to Peru. 

Hailed generally as a satisfactory 
solution of a grievous problem, the 
announcement produced one discord- 
ant note on the part of Bolivia, which 
snnounced through its legation here 
that the question was far from set- 
tled, but did not indicate what steps, 
if any, it proposed to take. 

Bolivia had long hoped for an out- 
let to the Pacific through the ar- 
rangement to be concluded through 
Chile and Peru, and at one time was 
elated to have former Secretary of 
State Kellogg suggest that the two 
provinces be ceded to it as a way 
out of the impasse. 

Now, Bolivia has apparently lost 
all hope of that outlet, and the situ- 
ation, it is recognized, may lead to 
greater stiffness on its part in the 
negotiations under way for a recon- 
ciliation )etween Bolivia and Para- 
guay over their clashes in the Chaco 
territory. Through that region Bo- 
livia couli find a way to the sea by 
establishing communication with the 
Atlantic. 

Hoover Makes His Part Clear. 


It was. in part, because of this 
attitude of Bolivia that President 
Hoover, in announcing the. award, 
made clear that he had made his 
proposal not as arbitrator, but-in the 
exercise of good offices at the re- 
quest of both parties. Moreover, in 
transmitting the proposal to the 
Chilean und Peruvian Governments 
through William S. Culbertson and 
Alexander P. Moore, respectively, 
the American Ambassadors to, those 
countries, Se specified that it shouid 
not be regarded as any expression of 
opinion on his part or that of the 

nited States Government regard- 
ing any disposition of the disputed 
territory. . 

Coincident with his announcement, 
the State Department gave out the 
text of the exchanges making up the 
agreement. They included notes be- 
tween. the United States and Chile 
and Peru, and a statement by the 
President announcing the agree- 
ment in which he recalled that dpr- 
ing his recent visit to Chilé”and 
Peru, as President-elect, he had coné 
sented to lend ‘‘any proper assist- 
ance, upon assuming office,’ looking 
to a settlement. His proposal was 
transmitted on Mav 14, delivered to 
the Chilean and Peruvian Govern- 
ments the next day, and immédiately 
accepted.

VETOED BY BOARD 


Washington Body Again Fails 
to Grant Pleas of New York 
and Chicago Banks.

Banker Discounts View That 
Rediscount Increase Would 
Hurt Business.

CHICAGO, May 17.—The directors 
of the New York and Chicago Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks, the two largest 
institutions in the Reserve System, 
received another rebuff from the 
Reserve Board, it was learned here 
today. 

‘The directors of the Chicago bank 
at their regular Friday meeting ap- 
proved an advance in the rediscount 
rate from 5 to 6 per cent and re- 
quested authority of the Reserve 
Board to make the change. Similar 
action was taken by the directors of 
the New York bank on Thursday. 
These requests were presented at.a 
meeting of the Reserve Board in 
Washington today, but in neither 
case was the sanction of the board 
for an advance in rate forthcoming. 

Past Requests Refused. 

Both banks have made similar: re- 
quests several times in the last two 
or three months, but have always 
been turned down. The Boston and 
Philadelphia’ banks also have made 
similar requests with the same re- 
sults. ; 

However, the Reserve Board au- 
thorized the San Francisco Reserve 
bank to increase its rediscount. rate 
from 4% to 5 per cent, thus bringing 
its rate up to the level maintainéd by 
the eleven other reserve institutions. 

A Chicago banker, discussing. the 
situation, said: ; 

‘The attitude of the Reserve Board 
is that an increase in rediscount 
rates would hurt business. But bank- 
ers do not believe it would have any 
serious effect, inasmuch as business 
already is paying higher interest 
rates than the rediscount rate and 
there is the minimum requirement 
for commercial credit during tke 
But the Chicago and New 
York directors believe now is the 
time to impose higher rates, check 
the use of credit in apeculation, re- 
duce the borrowing the member 
banks at the Reserve’ banks and so 
assemble reserve credit for normal 
business expansion -next .Autumn. 
Then the rediscount rate could be 
lowered, if necessary and advisable.’

WASHINGTON, May 17.—By vote 
of 249 to 119 the House today put the 
seal of its disapproval on the deben- 
ture plan embodied in the Senate 
farm relief bill, and that action, ad- 
ministration spokesmen contend, 
forecasts the ultimate rejection of 
the controversial amendment. 

With two exceptions, the Repubii- 
can group from the West lined up 
with the administration on a motion 
to send the Senate measure to con- 
ference in the belief that this pro- 
cedure would lead to scrapping the 
debenture system, which was de- 
scribed as a ‘“‘subsidy’’ by President 
Hoover in a letter made public early 
in the Senate debates on the agricul- 
tural program. 

Fourteen Democrats joined with 
the Republicans in today’s vote to 
refer the controversy to a conftrence 
committee. Only four Republicans, 
LaGuardia of New York, Jaries of 
Michigan and Lambertson and Sproul 
of Kansas, voted in the negative.

CAPONE ENTERS JAIL 
TO SERVE ONE YEAR 


Chicago Gang Leader Pleads 
Guilty in Philadelphia to 
Carrying Weapons. 








BODYGUARD ALSO IN CELL 





Officials Speed the Case as‘a 
Warning — Capone Tells of 
Peace Treaty With Rivals.

PHILADELPHIA, May  17.—Al- 
Phonse ‘‘Scarface Al’’ Capone, Chi- 
cago’s best-known gang leader, was 
sentenced to a year in county 
prison today for carrying con- 
cealed deadly’ weapons, and at once 
began serving the term. The man 
whose racketeering minions have en- 
gaged in deadly warfare on Chicago 
streets, who has roamed the country 
unmolested, and who, in his. own 
words, had ‘‘not had peace of mind 
in years,” is behind penitentiary bars 
for the first time in his notorious 
career. 


Capone is in Moyamensing tonight, 
but will be removed later, probably 
tomorrow, to Holmesburg. Both are 
county prisons. 

With his chief went Frank Cline, 
a member of the:Capone bodyguard, 
also for a year’s term. Both men 
had pleaded guilty and were on their 
way to the prison sixteen hours after 
Philadelphia detectives arrested 
them as they emerged from a' movie 
theatre last night: - ; ‘ 

The whole, affair went off so 
smoothly and quickly that. it left 
astonishment in its’ wake. Lieuten- 
ant John Creedon and James Malone, 
City Hall detectives, .saw Capone 
and his companion enter the theatre 
early in the evening and waited for 
them to come out. The visiting 
gangsters were arrested, held in $35,- 
000 bail each by Magistrate Edward 
Carney, questioned for a couple of 
hours and then placed in jail cells. 

After true bills had been returned 
against them by the May grand jury 
this morning they faced Judge John 
E. Walsh in Municipal Court and 
pleaded guilty, following a. side-bar 
conference and a brief adjournment. 
Sentence followed immediately. 


Avoided a Legal Battle. 


The general expectation had been 
that a man who had managed mil- 
lion-dollar ‘‘rackets’’ would battle 
with all his resources to keep clear 


of a fate he had avoided so long. 
The fact that he accepted the sen- 
tence with virtually no fight at all, 
raises various questions, chief of 
which was: Did Capone attract ar- 
rest and walk directly into it and 
its consequences in order to escape 
death from rival gangsters? 

That he was dodgirg death from 
his enemies as he traveled from Chi- 
cago to Florida and elsewhere has 
been no secret, for chalked up 
against him in the underworld are 
numerous outrages. Reports that he 
courted jail were at variance with 
his own story to police. 

Capone told his questioners that 
he had, in fact, just effected a truce 
which was to restore peace and co- 
operation in the ranks of Chicago’s 
beer-running syndicates, and that he 
was on his way home to carry the 
news. 

The peace compact, he declared, 
had been signed ‘‘on the dotted line’ 
in Atlantic City, where for days the 
authorities had been hunting for 
him. The other party to the agree- 
ment, he said, was ‘‘Bugs” Moran, 
the North Side Chicago lead- 
er, seven of whose men were lined 
up against a wall and massacred on 
St. Valentine’s Day. 

Capone’s recital put the scene of 
this peace conference in the Presi- 
dent Hotel’ and its length at three 
days. There, sumptuous quar- 
ters, men of both gangs, who have 
ruled with guns and repeat- 
ing rifles, discussed ways and means 
Chicago's liquor business 
without the incidental killings.

Cleveland Doctors Fear Many 
Now Feeling the Effects of 
Fumes Will Succumb. 








FIFTY NOW IN HOSPITALS 





Gases Which Were Breathed by 
Victims Are Sometimes Fatal 
After Five or Six Days. 





BUILDING WAS HUGE RETORT 





Experts Study Chemical Reactions 
as Investigations Proceed— 
Clinic Work Resumed.

CLEVELAND, May 17.—Not only 
have the gases which rose from 
burning X-ray films stored in the 
cellar of the Cleveland Clinic caused 
the death already of 125 of the 234 
patients, doctors and nurses -who 
were compelled to breathe the fumes 
for a few minutes Wednesday fore- 
noon, but some of those who went 
home, apparently unharmed, to- 
gether with rescuers, policemen and 
firemen and newspaper reporters, 

are beginning to sicken. 

The number in the hospitals here 
has risen to fifty, and there is no 
way of determining how many of the 
fifty-nine remaining patients and 
others who breathed the poisonous 
fumes are under medical care else- 
where, 

During the day Ben Jones, aged 
31, a professional football: player, 
died in his home at Grove City, Pa. 
He drove to the clinic Wédnesday 
to have his tonsils removed and 
hung from a window ledge olitside 
the gas-filled clinic for twenty. min- 
utes before he was rescued by fire- 
men, 

He did not consider himself seri- 
ously affected at the time and went 
to work rescuing others. Then he 
drove home to Grove City. He did 
not become il! until twenty-four 
hours later. 

Five firemen and five policemen 
are in the hospitals. Dr. B. S. Wilson 
of Mount Sinai Hospital staff has 
become ill as the result of breathing 
fumes emanating from the victims 
who were brought to him last 
Wednesday. Walter Crockett, aged 
22, an electrician, who Is credited 
with the rescue of more than twenty 
from the roof of the clinic, is in a 
dangerous condition. 

This afternoon a man who col- 
lapsed in the street was identified 
at the Lakeside Hospital as Kenneth 
Marvin, aged 22, of 9,711 Euclid 
Avenue, who had aided in the res- 
cue work and afterward attended to 
business as usual. 


Fears Increase in Deaths. 


Even at the morgue, assistants con- 
ducting autopsies for Coroner A. J. 
Pearse were overcome by the gases 
arising from the bodies. The fear 
was expressed by Harry L. Rock- 
wood, City Health Commissioner, who 


has followed’ all the cases closely, 
that 80 per cent of those who had 
breathed the fumes and were still 
alive would eventually die. - 
“Nitrogen peroxide (the gas which 
ve the yellow-brown color to the 
umes) and carbon monoxide (coal 
gas) were found in the highest per- 
centages among the toxic es iden- 
tified in the blood of victims exam- 
ined by Coroner Pearse,’’ said Mr. 
Rockwood. ‘The insidious character- 
istic of the two gases is that their 
fatal action is‘often delayed four to 
five hours and sometimes five to six 
days. Even then if they don’t kill, 
the lungs of the victims are so weak-

Airship Commander Praises 
Way French Soldiers Brought 
Down His Disabled Craft.

CUERS, France, Saturday, May 
18.—Dr. Hugo Eckener, commander 
of the Graf Zeppelin, in the, early 
morning hours today told to eager 
listeners the epic of his long fight 
against high winds with his crippled 
ship. 

The first accident to the engines 
occurred when he was over Spain. 
The crankshaft of one of the motors 
broke. Subsequently three other 
crankshafts gave way under. the 
added strain. 


Forced to Drift in Gale. 


Being reduced to one engine, Dr. 
Eckener said he resolved to make 
the rest of the way home at slow 
speed, and accordingly headed for 
the mouth of the Rhone. He made 
his way up the valley of the Rhone, 
but the violence of the wind was 
such that he was obliged to let the 
ship drift until a calm zone was 
reached. He did not find such a 
zone until after passing Marignane. 
He then headed for Cuers: 

The reserve of the commander was 
not shared by every one. One of the 
mechanics said: 

‘Whe the first engine gave way 
over Spain orders were given to 
speed up the others. One of them, 


however, soon began to show signs 
of. giving way under the strain. It 
was then that the return was de- 
cided upon. 

“Only one motor remained intact. 
You know our adventures since we 
reached the Rhone valley. You know 
how we were obliged: to allow our- 
selves to be blown about by a very 
violent wind and how we found a 
calm spot near the sea in the vicinity 
I must sav we were 
never in serious danger. We, as well 
as the passengers, bore the voyage 
splendidly.’’ 


Thanks French Commander. 


Dr. Eckener seemed particularly 
touched by the kind reception all re- 
ceived, He wrung the hand of Lieu- 
tenant Hamon and thanked him over 
and over again. He asked the air- 
port commander to congratulate his 
staff for the complete success of the 
delicate landing operation which was 
carried out, thanks to their skill and 


devotion.

All Felt Confidence in Eckener 
as Wind Buffeted Craft— 
He Is Terribly Fatigued.

PARIS, May 17.—With only one of 
her five great motors working; 
buffeted all day by the mistral, 
which at times blew against her at 
the rate of sixty miles an hour, and 
drifting at other times sideways at 
an‘angle of forty-five degrees, Ger- 
many’s, giant dirigible, the Graf 
Zeppelin, battled her way agonizingly 
o-saféty at Cuers-Pierrefeu, near 
Toulon, about 9 o’clock this eve- 
ning (near 4 P. M., New York Day- 
light’»Saving Time). Her second 
attempt to fly the Atlantic and link 
Europe and America by air had 
failed. 

No one was hurt. By tremendous 
airmanship, Dr. Hugo Eckener, the 
dirigible’s commander, and Captain 
Lehmann, second in command, saved 
their ship whole and avoided what 
seemed, a hundred times, certain 
disaster. Until only one motor was 
left working, the two German com. 
manders fought northward up the 
Rhone Valley, trying to make their 
base at Friedrichshafen. 

French Air Ministry Aids. 

Hope was held out that they might 
land near Valence, some fifty miles 
south of Lyons. But crippled as 
she was and uncertain of the ground 
and whether enough men were ayail- 
able to help the giant ship descend, 
Dr. Eckener did not make the at- 
tempt and the French Air Ministry, 
which throughout the day kept in 
constant touch and made every pos- 
sible effort to guide and help, ad-, 
vised him, if possible, to make the 
Orly air station near Paris or Cuers- 
Pierrefeu outside Toulon, where the 
French have their biggest dirigible 
sheds. ; 

With the wind blowing half a gale 
from the north, Dr. Eckener turned 
south and landed just before dark. It 
took thirty minutes to haul the giant 
airship down. 

The day was one of agony not only 
for those on board responsible for 
the lives of the airship’s eighteen 
passengers and the members of the 
crew, but for those who all across 
Southern France watched the ship’s 
ineffectual struggles against the wind 
in her crippled state. Again and 
again the airship was halted by the 
strength of the wind and could make: 
no progress whatever. . 

Turns Southward. 

It was not until he was in danger. 
of being caught in the dark that Dr.. 
Eckener gave up the attempt to make 
his base and turned south. With 
the wind behind him, he drove quick- 
ly down the valley he had toiled up 
so painfully, and near 7 o’clock (2 
P. M. Daylight Saving Time) sig- 
naled to have all hands ready to re- 
ceive the ship at Cuers. Within: 
half an hour of her arrival over the 
airdrome the Zeppelin was housed in. . 
the shed which formerly housed the. 
ill-fated Dixmude, lost over the Medi- - 
terranean. ; 

When the Zeppelin landed at, Cuers 
some of the passengers were 80 ex-- 
hausted that the Mayor of the town™ 
took immediate care to have them 
receive food and rest in various, 
hotels and villas of the little town, -» 

When it was certain that the air-: 
ship was making for the French air- 
port, troops were brought out from. 
Toulon to help the landing,. which. 
was managed without any accident.. 
Dr. Eckener’s first action when he. 
stepped from the cabin after his ter-. 
rible ordeal. was to shake hands: 
warmly with the commander of the 
airport and congratulate him on the 
way his men had handled the ship. 
Dr. Eckener refused’ to answer ques: _ 
tions and appeared terribly fatigued. 

All the passengers were asked to 
leave their baggage at the Ta 
station and the formalities of identi- 
fication had.to be gone through. It’ 
was therefore not until midnight that. 
the passengers were able to reach 
Toulon, where most of them were” 
housed at the Grand Hotel. oh 

One of them on the telephone at @ 
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late hour tonight assured the corre- 
spondent that no one had been hurt 
in any way and that all of them were 
feeling wonderfully wéll. He said it 
had been a trying day, but at no 
time had any one Jost faith in the air- 
ship or her crew. When the motors 
have been overhauled, he added, the 
ship will be ready to start again and 
*‘most of us will be ready to start 
with her.’’

world breathless, is best told in the 
telegrams flashed to Paris from the 
towns and villages which watched 
the efforts of the giant airship 
against the elements. At 6:50 this 
morning the aerodrome at Perpignan 
picked up a message from Dr. 
Eckener to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs asking permission to recross 
France by the same route he had 
taken on the outward- voyage. 
Authorization was immediately given, 
and at 9 o'clock the Zeppelin was 
seen over Nimes, trying painfully to 
mount the Rhone Valley. The fol- 
lowing messages from correspondents 
describe its progress: ; 
“‘Nimes, 11 o’clock—The Graf-Zep- 
pelin passed near Nimes at -about 2 
o’clocks For about twenty minutes 
she hung motionless over Bellegarde, 
twelve miles from Nimes, battling 
with the mistral, which was blowing 
at about fifty. miles an hour. At 
9:50 she seemed to. have. won. the 
struggle and tegan to manoeuvre. 
She began to bend eastward at a 
height of 800 meters. At 10:10 she 
was northeast of the town, trying to 
mount the Rhone. Valley, but moving 
slowly. The wind was still fifty miles 
an hour. : the Zeppelin 
passed out of sight northwards.’ 
“Lyons, 2 P. M.—At 1:15. the, Ze 
pelin passed: over -Montelimar, ad- 
vancing with difficulty against. the 
wind. Séveral urgent appeals ihave 
been picked up, asking authorization 
to land and réporting -considerable 
damage to the ship. Director Ruty of | 
the aerodrome at Bron has tele-| 
phoned to the Prefect of the Depart- | 
ment of Drome telling him he had ad- | 
vised Dr. Eckener by radio to try| 
to make for the landing ground be-| 
tween Valence and Portes Les Val- 
ence.”’ 
‘‘Valence,. 4 .o’Clock—At 38:15 Dr. 
Eckener sent out a message, ‘Please 
have garrison at Valence indicate the 
best A. sek to land our dirigible.’ The 
Zeppelin is flying at 1,200 feet and 
having to fight-a north wind which 
is driving it sideways. The radio sta- 
tion at Valence is trying in vain to 
find the proper wavelength for com- 
munication. For half an hour the 
Zeppelin has nung motionless over 
the plain of Chabeuil. Apparently 
the motors which still are function- 
ing are poweress against the wind. 








“Valence, Later—The Zeppelin 
seems, unable to make any progress. 
It has been driven back three miles 


and has now turned south. There 
seems no hope of it being able to 
land at Portes Les Valence. When 
it was known that the airship was 
in danger the Prefect of the Depart- 
ment of Drome ordered all high ten- 
sion electric current to be cut off in 
the whole district.”’, 


Airship Blown on Its Side. 


“Valence, 5 o’Clock—The Zeppelin 
has been trying to climb over Mount 
Trois Becs in the hill district of 
Rochecourbe, but has not managed 
to do it. Only two motors appear to 
be working. The airship is.lying over 
at an angle of forty-five degrees. 
Troops have been sent south in auto 
mobile trucks following the ‘line 6f 
the route to thé south which has no 


been taken.” ; 

“Lyons, 5 o’Clock—The Zeppelin 
passed over Saillahs, twenty-five 
miles south of Valence, at 4:45. It 
was steering badly and seemed to be 


thrown all ways by the wind, which 
was driving it south-southeast.” 

At 5:30 this evening the Air Min- 
istry at Paris announced a radio 
telegram had .been sent to Dr. Eck- 
ener advising him to try to reach 
Cuers-Pierrefeu, in the War Depart- 
ment or Orly, near Paris. Instruc- 
tions were given to all. airdrames 
and army. stations to,stand by to give 
all possible help. ; 

At 7 o'clock a reply was received 
from Dr. Eckener, ‘thanking the Air 
Minister and announcing he; would 
try to reach Cuers-Pierrefeu. 

en the Zeppelin passed near 
Avignon on her way south at 6:45 
this evening the wind had moderated, 
but the airship was: still sometimes 
drifting sideways. . 





Landed at 3:35 P. M. 


CUERS, France, May 17 (®),—The 
Graf Zeppelin landed here, , fifteen 
miles from Toulon, at 8:35 o’clock 
tonight (3:35 P. M., New York day- 
light saving time). The huge ship, 
with her fifty-eight crew and pas- 
sengers, entered the hangar with the 
assistance of a large force of troops. 

The eighteen passengers, including 
Mrs. Mary Pierce of New York, 
climbed out of the cabins soon after 
the ship came to rest. Relief was 
plainly evident on their faces, as, 
stiff and tired, they stepped gingerly 
down the ladder and set foot on solid 
earth once more. 

The big dirigible was safely brought 
to- earth beside the only landing 
mast in France, which had served to. 
moor the French dirigible Dixmude, 
lost in a storm over the Mediter- 
ranean nearly six years ago. 

A number of passengers, after 
complying with the French formali- 
ties, announced their intention of re- 
turning to Germany by railroad or 
even airplanes. 

The Mayor and most of the doctors 
of: this village of 3,000 inhabitants 
wére at the field, but the passengers 
needed no medical aid, although some 
of. them said that they had been 
rather badly shaken up during the 
last few hours. Dr. Eckener was 
the last to leave the car, and turned 
immediately to thank the French 
officials.

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but the radio direction-finder enabled 
it to get back on its route soon after 
the Zeppelin landed. 

While the Zeppelin was hovering 
over Cuers the French Air Ministry 
received a telegram from the man- 
agement of the Zeppelin Society at 
Ludwigshafen saying ‘‘Thanks for 
your good service and help during 
the past hours.’’ 

The crowds had been great while 
the fate of the airship was in doubt, 
but they multiplied when news of 
the safe landing reached the town. 
The police were repeatedly compelled 
to disperse the throngs around the 
bulletin boards, for they hindered 
traffic. 

Sadness at the abrupt ending of 
the projected voyage to America was 
far outweighed by joy over the land- 
ing with the passengers and crew un- 

urt. 

She concluded her perilous odyssey 
through the air after thirty-eight 
and a half hours of flight, nine of 
which were spent in a _ tenacious 
struggle with the famous mistral 
wind, which blows down the Rhone 
Valley intermittently. 


Danger Signal Over Orange. 

The first danger signal came as she 
passed over Orange, between Avig- 
non and Montelimar, at about 11:15 
A. M. (6:15 A. M., Daylight Saving 
time). She was observed to be having 
a difficult fight against the mistral. 

Over cities and towns and over air- 
fields where troops stood ready to 
aid her landing, the Graf Zeppelin 
battled her way as far north as the 
suburbs of Valence: Here came the 
crux of her struggle with the wind. 
For some time she hung over the 
suburbs of the town, her engines just 
keeping her head into the wind. 

Dr. Eckener made a vain effort to 
bring her down at the nearby airfield 
of Portes-les-Valence, but the troops 
waiting below to help her to safety 
saw her swept off southeast toward 
the rocky valley of the River Drome. 
The big airship rolled about as she 


tried ier’ 4 to shake off the steady 
sweep of the wind, turning east and 
west alternately to find an escape. 

After turning southward.at Va- 
lence, a new danger faced her. She 
was drifting into a pocket of the 
mountains in the valley of the 
Drome, hemmed in by the first ram- 
parts of the Alps. 

The airship passed successively 
over the villages of Crest and Sail- 
lans, apparently trying to fly over 
the mountains in a straight line 
south to Cuers. But ‘she failed to 
gain the altitude necesgary to clear 
the Trois Becs, range and.. iisting at 
an angle of 45 degrees, shifted back 
west toward Montélimar, over which 
she passed for the second time today. 

It was thought that she might try 
to land at the Ancone ‘airfield, two 
miles north of the city, but Dr. 


|Eckener seemed to have confidence 


that his two motors would be suffi- 
ciently powerful to take the dirigible 
to Cuers ‘and went on southward. 

As the dirigible ssed over Avig- 
non at 6:30 the wind had blown it- 
self out somewhat but Dr. Eckener 
was still in difficulties with the navi- 
gation of the now unwieldy craft, 
which sometimes swung. almost side- 
ways into the wind. But the motors 
still functioned and he went over the 
big Pujaut airdrome, three miles 
northwest of Avignon, without any 
signal to the waiting forces on the 
ground. 

Then he headed on the last 90-mile 
lap to Cuers, east-southeast over the 
low foothills of the Alpilles. In this 
region the force of e mistral is 
considerably diminished. The wind, 
which follows a regular course year 
in and year out, turns east in this 
direction from the mouth of the 
Rhone and blows eastward toward 
the Riviera. Thus Dr. Eckener ben- 
efited by a wind astern to the very 
end of his flight from Valence.

Perfect Flight Recalled. 

It is also recalled that last Monday, 
only three days prior to the last 
take-off of the Graf Zeppelin for a 
cruise of several hours above Lake 
Constance, she gave a perfect per- 
formance.

ANXIETY IN BERLIN 
EASED BY LANDING 


German Capital Learns by Radio 
of Zeppelin’s Safety After 
Papers Report Danger. 


Wireless to THE New YORK TIMES. 
BERLIN, May 17.—Millions of Ger- 
mans were spared a nightmare to- 
night when it was broadcast just 
after 9 o’clock that the Graf Zeppec- 
lin had been put in a hangar at the 
military airdrome at Cuers. 


Up to that hour the specter of the- 


giant dirigible carrying threescore 
of human beings being smashed on 


Alpine peaks had definitely fixed it- 
self inthe minds of the public, which 
since the early morning hovrs, had 
been apprehensively following the 
aerial wanderings of the Graf Zep- 
pelin as it drifted over the Rhone 
Valley. ; 

As the day wore on the few flashes 
of news from Dr. .Eckener only 
served to stress the gravity of the 
situation and nde f street editions 
of the newspapers had to content 
themselves with indicating that the 
great aircraft, left to the. mercy of 
hostile winds; was helplessly heading 
in the direction of the Alps. 

The continued absence of authentic 
news from Dr. Eckener contributed 
to the growing alarm, and the lack 
of information.as to the nature of 
the mechanical difficulties which, for 
the time being, put an inglorious end 
to the ship’s second American trip 
fed popular belief that it had gotten 
out of control of its commander.

Wireless to THE New York Trumps. 
ABOARD THE GRAF ZEPPELIN, 
May 17.—At 2 A. M. on our return 
voyage only the sea is beneath us. 
At 4a beautiful sunrise appears, but 
still there is only the Mediterranean 
visible in the daylight. At 5 o’clock 
we are still passing. over water. 

We rise and leave our cabins and 
go to the bridge where Dr. Eckener 
and the other officers inform us that 
we are hardly making twenty kilom- 
eters (about 12.4 miles) an hour. 


Wind No Longer a Help. 


The mistral blows unceasingly from 
the north. This wind, which yester- 
day helped us so much, is our great- 
est obstacle. If the wind continues it 
will be a long trip. 

The newspaper correspondents on 
the airship are dejected because they 
know their papers are waiting for 
news of our adventure, but they can- 
not serve them because the radio is 
urgently needed for weather reports 
and navigation. Otherwise every one 
is in good spirits and the weather is 
heavenly, ; 

At 7:40, nearly twenty hours after 
we left the French coast, we were 
back at Stes. Maries in the delta of 
the Rhone River. We will try to fly 
along the Rhone River by way of 
Geneva toward Lake Constance. 

At 10:15 we try various altitudes, 
500 meters (about 1,600 feet) to 700, 
and then to 1,100 meters, where the 
force of the wind is found to be too 
strong, so we drop to 600 meters, 
where the wind is so much milder 
that the ship hardly rocks. ; 

We cruise gently over the wonder- 
ful southern province of France. 
Over the rivers, forests, viaducts, 
streets and roofs we clearly see the 
Zeppelin’s shadow creeping along. 


Woman Warned Wilkins. 


Sir Hubert Wilkins told me this 
morning that he had received an 
anonymous letter last week from a 
woman in London who wrote to him 
that the Graf Zeppelin would not 
reach her goal this trip but would 
be led into foreign countries. The 
same woman wrote to him in Octo- 
ber, 1925, before his first North Pole 
trip, saying they would lose one man 
who did not belong to the crew but 
was important to their venture. She 
went on to say that he was small of 
figure and dark. A year later a jour- 
nalist was killed at Fairbanks, 
Alaska, by the propeller of Wilkins’s 
plane before its departure for the 
trip over the Arctic. The journalist 
was a small man of dark complexion. 

At 11 o’clock the ship was moving 
slowly but proceeded steadily on her 
way. It was clear sunshine. Anh 
hour after we left the coast the first 
airplane approached, which caused a 
discussion among the Graf Zeppelin’s 
SS as to what would have 

appened to an airplane on a sen 
voyage if it had motor trouble. The 
Zeppelin, in contrast with planes, was 
not endangered and only was forced 
to slow up, which increased the 
pleasure for the eyes of all who 
watched below. 

The passengers were in the best vf 
spirits. All enjoyed the view of the 
countryside. e weather at that 
time was ideal, which added to the 
enjoyment and contentment. No one 
was bored and no one played chess.

But if the sit- 
uation should ‘become go grave that 
it was imperative to land the passen- 
gers the ship could be brought down 
in any open space long enough for 
them to scramble out. 

“Then, also, the dirigible would be 
able to stay aJoft for days as a free 
balloon and as long as it is in the 
air it can ride out almost any storm. 
It does not seem possible to me that 
such parachutes as they have would 
be resorted to for landing passen- 

ers.’’ 

Officials at Lakehurst said it was 
always customary to have a few ser- 
vice chutes along in case it was. de- 
sired to drop any one in manoeuvers 
for training. 

While the Zeppelin was still fight- 
ing the winds, Hugh Allen of the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin Company, Ameri- 
can holder of the Zeppelin patents, 
sent the following wireless message 
to Dr. Eckener:

French before starting the flight, 
for fate has given us the opportunity 
of making a most beautiful and most 
pointed reply. The moment it was 
known the Zeppelin was in danger, 
Laurent # c, Air Minister, gave 
orders that no efforts should be 
spared to render aid to the dirigible, 
and troops were rushed’ about, high- 
tension wires were removed from the 
course of the ship and everything 
was done that possibly could have 
been done, even to allowing a land- 
ing at a military base.

“In Germany the people, no doubt, 
have experienced a profound disa 
pointment in the failure of this 
flight, but they should also rejoice 
in its fortunate ending.” 

The Echo de Paris, which for the 
past few days has been violently at- 
tacking Dr. Eckener’s attitude re- 
garding the flight, shows a disposi- 
tion to forgive and forget. 

“He is now, willy-nilly, our guest,’’ 
says that nationalistic publication, 
“until the airship is able to leave 
for its base. He will find in France, 
without doubt, the respectful admira- 
tion which is due to his courage.’’ 





British Are Disappointed. 


Special Cable to THe New Yorx TIMEs. 

LONDON, Saturday, May 18.—The 
opinion seems to be general here 
that Dr. Eckener’s courageous flights 
are not doing the cause of lighter- 
than-air vessels any good, and dis- 
appointment is expressed that in the 
decade since the British airship R-34 
crossed the Atlantic in 1919 no. ap- 
parent progress has been made in 
securing safer airship navigation. 

It is recalled that Dr. Eckener, af- 
ter his previous Atlantic voyage, ad- 
mitted that the Graf Zeppelin’s 
speed was too slow for Atlantic ser- 
vice. 

“The fact is,’’ says The Daily Mail, 
“that the airship is still only a fair- 
weather craft. In the most favorable 
circumstances it may make long-dis- 
tance voyages, but there is always a 
grave element of chance for those 


using it.’’ 

The Morning Post says: 

‘In warfare we have little belief in 
the value of airships and little fear 
of their offensive capacity. It is clear 
that when a trustworthy trans- 
atlantic air service is established it 
will be carried out by airplanes, not 
airships.”

Hospital Tries to Devise Normal Air 
Supply for Passengers Up 20,000 
Feet Over Andes, 





Following an all-day session of the 
technical committee of Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways yesterday, J. T. Trippe, 
president and general manager, and 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, tech- 


nical advisor to the company, out- 
lined plans for an eighty-hour ser- 


vice between Buenos Aires and 
Miami, a twenty-four-hour service to 
the Canal Zone and a fifty and sixty 
hour service to Peru and Chile. 

This service, Colonel Lindbergh 
said, would be started with mail only, 
but later passengers also will be car- 
ried in multimotored planes. The 
service is expected to be ready for 
operation in six months. 

Over the Andes from Valparaiso, 
Chile,.to Buenos Aires and Monte- 
video the planes will fly at 20,000 feet 
much 'of the time, necessitating the 
use of supercharged engines and 
some method of ‘‘supercharging”’ the 
passengers to create conditions at 
high altitudes approximating the at- 
mosphere pressure at or near sea 
evel. 

In this connection Mr. Trippe dis- 
closed that a New York hospital was 
already at work on the problem of 
providing a normal atmosphere for 
passengers while swinging over the 
Andes, 

The fastest ship time between New 
York and Buenos Aires is twenty 
days and Santiago, Caile, is twenty- 
three days away. The air service as 
outlined by Colonel Lindbergh and 
Mr. Trippe will bring the Argentine 
capital as close to New York as New 
Orleans is by rail. 

“Eighty hours to Buenos Aires,”’ 
Colonel Lindbergh said, ‘‘is figuring 
conservatively, with planes flying at 
less than 100 miles an hour. I be- 
lieve that eventually our transports 
will cruise at 150 miles an hour.’’ 

The air mail system between Miami 
and Mollendo, Peru, started operat- 
ing yesterday on schedule with the 
planes of the Pan-American Grace 
Airways operating between Mollen- 
do and Cristobal and the machines 
of the Pan-American lines carrying 
the mail over Central America via 
Havana between Miami and the 
Canal Zone. 

The distance between Miami and 
Buenos Aires via the west coast of 
South America, is 6,300 miles. The 
South Amcrican division by the west 
coast route will be operated by 
Pan-American Grace Airways. Pan- 
American meolyy: §: is also developing 
a route down the east coast as an 
extension of their present mail and 
passenger system through the West 
Indies to orto Rico. This east 
coast route, 7,500 miles in length 
from Miami, will connect Brazil, Ar- 
gentina, Uruguay, the Guianas, Ven- 
ezuela and the United States.

PARIS PLANE AWAITS 
FINAL TEST OF HOUR 


Motor Functions Perfectly but 
Fliers Wish to Make Doubly 
Sure All Is Right. 








START MONDAY POSSIBLE 





Time of Take-Off Depends Solely 
on Weather, Lotti Says— 
Load Is 64% Tons. 





The fast French monoplane Ber- 
nard-191 rested yesterday at. Roose- 
velt Field, L. I., her fuselage gleam- 
ing, her radio tested and her power- 
ful motor functioning perfectly. A 
few minor touches and she will be 
ready for her New York to Paris 
flight, which may start early next 
week. 

The great yellow plane, with its 
chromed silver nose and propeller, 
requires only oné more hour of test 
in the air. The hour is to make 
doubly certain that the 600-horse- 
power motor has been sufficiently 
warmed up and settled. Then, if the 
lone trail across the Atlantic is re- 
ported clear, the three French fliers 
will be off. 

Armeno Lotti Jr., one of the fliers, 
who is backing the attempt, made 
this known yesterday. With a touch 
of caution he emphasized, however, 
that the start will rest solely with 
the weather man. No false starts, 
nothing hasty or rash, will be es- 
sayed, he said. They wish but one 
take-off—into the sunrise over Long 
Island. They are confident of but 
one landing—in the glare of the giant 
lights of Le Bourget, outside of 
Paris. 

“I cannot set the date exactly,’ 
he said. ‘I cannot say it will be 
Monday or Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Nothing is so uncertain as the 
weather in aviation. Naturally, we 
would like to start as soon as pos- 
sible, but we will not be rash. If 
we go at the wrong time, we shall 
be condemned. The weather must 
be right, and then, for we have every 
confidence in our plane, I think we 
shall succeed.”’ 


Loaded Weight 614 Tons. 


When the monoplane roars across 
Roosevelt Field on the morning of 
its start she will weigh six and a 
quarter tons. This heavy load must 
be borne skyward by the single 
Hispano-Suiza engine and the lifting 
pace of the racing wings of the 
craft. 

The Fokker plane which Com- 
mander Byrd and his companions 
piloted to the French coast took off 
with a load of more than eight tons. 
Byrd’s plane, however, had three 
motors. Clarence Chamberlin and 
Charles A. Levine went to Germany 
with a load of about two and three- 

uarter tons, with a single motor of 

horsepower. while the mono- 
plane of Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, on his historic flight to Paris, 
had a load slightly iess than that of 
Chamberlin. Colonel Lindbergh’s 
wer plant was a single engine of 
200 horsepower. 

The lifting capacity of the Ber- 
nard-191 has been thoroughly tested 
in France by Jean Assollant, the 
pilot, who will be at the controls 
when the Roosevelt Field take-off is 
made. Instead of taking only 950 gal- 
lons of gasoline, the monoplane will 
have aboard 1,005, Mr. Lotti said yes- 
terday. 


Fliers Take Many Precautions. 


Six drums of California gasoline 
were at the hangar yesterday, and 
this morning the remainder of the 
amount required, twenty-six drums, 
will be delivered. Every pint of 


gasoline that. goes into the mono- 
plane is strained twice through 
chamois before being poured into the 
tanks with a mixture of benzol. This 
is one of the. many precautions 
against failure which the fliers are 
taking. 

Ordinary airplane oil will not be 
taken on the trip, Mr. Lotti said. A 
very fine grade of castor oil, which 
is the engine lubricant employed 
by European airmen, reached the 
hangar of the Air Associates, Inc., 
at the field yesterday. Fifty lons 
will be taken for the trip. It was 
learned from M, B. Claussen, United 
States manager for Mr. Lotti, that 
the fliers had refused $8,000 which 
oil refiners had offered them for the 
privilege of supplying oil for the 

ght. 


Mr. Lotti spent the day arranging 
details of the flight, while Assollant 
and a mechanic brought from Paris, 
Raoul Leroy, groomed the Bernard- 
191 at the field. The third member 
of the flight crew, René Lefevre, in 
the fliers’ headquarters in the Ritz 
Tower, Park Avenue and Fifty-sev- 
ad Street, put in some very vital 
work. 


Lefevre Studies Weather Reports. 


Lefevre is to be the navigator of 
the flight, although he will alternate 
with Lotti and Assollant at the con- 
trols. He was busy studying weather 
reports supplied by Dr. James H. 
Kimball, meteorologist of the local 
Weather Bureau, who mopped the 
weather for previous flights. 

With ruler and pen, Lefevre, who, 
like Assollant, is only 24 years old, 
traced the weather conditions and 
laid out a tentative course on his 
maps. Reports yesterday were that 
bad weather prevailed off Newfound- 
land—dense fog, complicated and 
made more hazardous by low tem- 
peratures. Lefevre, whose on 
for work has won him the nickname 
at Roosevelt of ‘‘Fever,’”’ started on 
his maps before breakfast, which he 
had in his room. At lunch time he 
was still fussing at the charts, so he 
contented himself with a couple of 
sandwiches and a bottle of near-beer.

IN ATTACK ON WAR GA 


Fish; in House, Urges That We 
Adhere to the Geneva Protocol 
Against Weapon in War. 








Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish, Republican, 
of New York, using the Cleveland 
Clinic tragedy as an illustration, 
today appealed to Congress to have 
the. United States adhere to the Ge- 
neva protocol for the outlawry of 
poison gas in warfare. 

The New Yorker said the United 
States was the only civilized nation 
that had not signed the Geneva pro- 
tocol, although an American, Sen- 
ator Burton of Ohio, had initiated 
the movement. : 

The horrors of poison gas have 
been brought home to the American 
people through the tragedy at Cleve- 
land, Mr. Fish asserted, adding that 
in any future war ‘millions of non- 
combatants may very likely suffer 
the same sudden and horrible death 
that occurred to 125 American citi- 
zens in’ Cleveland.

Mr. Fish contended that the gas 
which caused the Cleveland clinic dis- 
aster was the same as the gas used 
during the last months of the World 
War and referred to by Americans 
as ‘‘mustard gas.’’

No one in the adjoining hospital 
knows of the disaster, Dr. Dwyer 
said. Screens were put up so that 
none might see the Clinic building. 
and physicians and nurses have been 
enjoined not to notify any patients 
of the loss. Visitors are cautioned 
not to mention it, because of the 
condition of the patients. Newspa- 
pers are temporarily barred and a 
close scrutiny is being kept on read- 
ing matter that enters the hospital. 

Dr. Dwyer said his sister’s opera- 
tion was successful and that she has 
no idea that when he rushed from 
the hospital on Wednesday he was 
to assist at one of the worst disas- 
ters in recent times.

Neither did Sam S. Steel, a bottle 
washer, who was busy in the cellar 
at the same time as ggs and was 
blown outdoors with him. Steel says 
he saw yellow smoke come out of 
the film room, but no flames. 

The theory that combustion of the 
X-ray film was caused by heat from 
the stripped steam pipe in the store- 
room was rejected today by H. M. 
Schnerer, engineer, of the safety de- 
partment of the Industrial Commis- 
sion of Ohio. He said the fire was 
more probably due to carelessness 
with a match or cigarette. 

But F. H. Hill, heating engineer of 
the General Electric Company, sup- 
rted the steam pipe theory. 
‘Without about sixty-five pounds of 
pressure in the steam pipe, the un- 
covered section would have given the 
room a temperature of about 311 de- 
grees Fahrenheit,’’ he said, ‘‘suffi- 
cient to stew the films and cause 
them to give off oxides of nitrogen, 
hydrogen and oxygen. The oxygen, 
being heavy, hung low, and when 
the steamfitter, Boggs, was overcome 
by the nitrogen oxides at shoulder 
height they were probably largely in 
the nitrous form known as the ‘laugh- 
ing gas,’ which anesthetized him 
instead of poisoning him. When he 
fell to the floor the oxygen brought 
him to, and then the explosion threw 
him out.”

Domestic Investment Is Almost 
at Standstill—Manufactures 
Decline, Attache Says.

WASHINGTON; May 17.—Uncer-

most. influenced by seasonal factors.

@ unfavorable cotiditions of fi- 
nance. 

Security Prices Drop.

RANCHER EARL’S‘RIGHT 
TO TITLE IS DISPUTED 


London Baker Asserts He Is Real 
Earl of Egmont and Will 
Go to Court.

LONDON, May 17.—The ‘‘Rancher 
Earl’’ of Egmont, who, as Mr. Fred- 
erick Perceval, worked for twenty- 
five years as a stockman in Canada 
and in January inherited Avon 
Castle and an estate near Ringwood, 
Hampshire, from the ninth Earl of 
Egmont, is not to remain long in un- 
disputed possession of. his new es- 
tates. 


According to The Daily Mail, a 
claim to the earldom has been made 
by James William Perceval, a Lon- 
don baker, who alleges that the earl- 
dom has been in the wrong hands 
since 1897, and he is taking the mat- 
ter to the courts. 

James Perceval says he is the son 
of Augustus George Perceval, son of 
the sixth Earl. If this can be proved, 
he should have been the eighth Earl 
and succeeded to the title in 1897. 

Already a widespread search is 
being made in Australia for a birth 
certificate which the claimant is le- 
gally advised would settle the ques- 
tion of succession beyond a doubt. 

The present holder of the title has 
received no money from the estate 
since he returned from Canada with 
his 14-vear-old son, now called Vis- 
count Perceval, who lives with his 
father in a near-by village.

Libcrty in the Abstract.

| But the Constitutional Conven- 
tion had overlooked one thing. 
They had dealt with liberty in the 
abstract instead of the concrete. 
Out of. compromise and wrangling, 
they had struggled to give every 
man an equal right in representa- 
tion, to every State, a fair share 
in Federal control. But they had 
neglected to make any mention of 
the personal freedom of the indi- 
vidual. It was liberty in its vaguest 
sense. 

But our forefathers were not 
slow in realizing that the very 
principles for which many of their 
comrades had laid down their lives 
had been left out of the document 
which they had wished to be a na- 
tion’s oracle. Thus, in 1791, came 
about the first ten amendments 
which attemvt to embody those 
ideas of freedom known to the In- 
dians, nurtured by the Pilgrims, 
fought for by the armies of Wash- 
ington. They kave been called the 
American Bill of Rights—these first 
ten amendments—and truly so—for 
they are the rights, the privileges, 
the indisputable heritage of the 
American people. Here is protest 
against the very causes of the 
Revolution—against quartering sol- 
diers in time of peace, against ex- 
cessive bails or fines, against is- 


hours when criticism cut them to 
the quick, they still struggled on, 
true to the dreams of the first 
Americans. The Civil War was but 
another revolution against bond- 
age. It laid the country desolate, 
plunged the South into ruin, but 
out of the ashes of sorrow rose the 
Phoenix of a new-born liberty. 

The Constitution bears the marks 
of the struggle. In those Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments have been told the 
years-old battle of the Abolition- 
ists, the weary conflicts at Buli 
Run and Gettvsburg. They tell of 
the new freedom of the slave, of 
his right to be a citizen, of his 
privilege to vote, and they offer a 
terrible warning to States who may 
destroy such privileges. Surely 
they are a noble. an enriching ad- 
dition to an already great docu- 
ment. 


Compares Constitution to Tree. 


I like to think of our Constitu- 
tion as a tree, planted by the hope- 
ful hands of long ago. When it 
was new, it was as the young sap- 
ling is, untried, unknowing whether 
it should live or die. But Wash- 
ington gave his strength, Hamil- 
ton his brilliance. Lincoln his ideal, 
the minute men and the armies of 
Grant their high courage; slowly 
the tree grew. On it bloomed, as the 
years trooped by, the bright flower 
of liberty, unfolding its bud in 1791, 
almost . dying during the black 
years of the slave trade, revived 
by the Emancipation Proclamation, 
made glorious by the added lustre 
of woman suffrage today. The 
winds of war came end wildly as- 
sailed that tree and its blossoms, 
the storms of criticism beat their 
brutal hail down upon it, but still 
it stood, bending, yielding, but 
firm. -Each storm lIeft its mark, 
each Winter wrought its work, but 
only to enable it better to drive 
its roots further down into the soil 
of deep significance, to send its 
arms loftier into the western skv. 
So, has it reached the twentieth 
century, serene in its majesty, 
noble in its might. a fitting svmbol 
of the greatness that is America!

“The Constitution of the United 


States is, of course, the supreme ‘aw 
within all the _ territories which 
recognize the authority of the United 
States Government. The State Gov- 
ernments, which created and ac- 
cepted the Constitution of the U:ited 
States, although, of course, older 
than the Constitution, are _ still 
obliged to recognize it as the su- 
preme law of the land in relation to 
themselves and their citizens. 

“T am not a jurist or a constitu- 
tional lawyer, or a lawyer at all, but 
a business man who is proud to hold 
public office. I have, however, often 
sought a definition of a constitution 
in the modern sense of the word. 

“I believe the best. definition I 
have ‘found so far is that ‘a consti- 
tution is a fundamental body of laws 
adopted by the sovereign power ot 
the State to serve as a foundation 
for its government.’ . 

“From its nature, a constitution 
must be confined to the fundamen- 
tals and must deal only in general 
problems, not in details. The framers 
of our Constitution, in their great 
wisdom, realized that it was impos- 
sible for any b of men to con- 
ceive of the distinctions and the 
changes that. must occur in the 
social and economic life which arise 
in the progress and development of 
a nation. They therefore confined 
the Constitution to the establishment 
of broad and general principles, and 
provided means by which it could 
be changed or amended to meet the 
changing needs and ee of 
a people. That such changes were 
found necessary is evidenced by the 








fact that the people of this nation 
have adopted ninetecn amendments. 


Provides for Change. 


“The Constitution therefore not 
enly assures the permanency of the 
fundamentals of our government as 


| originally created, but provides the 
means of recognizing and satisfying 
the changing aspirations, ideals o1 
requirements of our population. It 
| has thus preserved and emphasized

“There is, however, in my opinion 
a subject equally as important as 
law enforcement, and that is law 
observance, and the. degree of law 
observance I believe will be in direct 
proportion to the understanding and 
sympathy which the people of the 
country themselves, have for the 
laws as. enacted.

HECKSCHER OPENS’ 
‘MODEL VILLAGE’ 


Vacation Camp Near Peekskill to 
Care for 2,000 Boys, Women 
and Children Daring Summer.

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., 17.—_The 
‘‘model village’’ of the eckscher 
Foundation between Oregon and 
Adams Corners,’ about four miles 
from here, was opened today for its 
first, Summer season,. during which 
it is expected that more than 2,000 

ys, women and children will take 
advantage of its outdoor recreational 
facilities. 

There were 100. underprivileyed 
children and 30 women at the camp 
today to take immediate advanta: 
of its facilities. The camp is e 
first’ piece’ of work inaugurated un- 
der the new policy of decentralized 
activities for the Heckscher Founda- 
tion as announced early in_ the 
Spring by August Heckscher. There 
are separate provisions at the camp 
for children,, women. and boys. 
Groups of 100 children will be taken 
care of over periods of three weeks. 
The camp will accommodate fifty 
women at a time, each remaining for 
two weeks. 

Two hundred boys can be accom- 
modated at the camp at one time for 
vacations of two weeks over a period 
of ten weeks. If the camp functions 
at its maximum capacity it will 
provide for 650 children, 1,000 boys, 
and 450 women during the Summer. 

This camp is one of the projects 
made possible by Mr. Heckscher’s re- 
cent addition of $4.000,000 to the fund 
of $5,000,000 which he gave for the 
establishment of the Heckscher Foun- 
dation. It is situated on a tract of 
230 acres of wooded hills and Ss 
lawns. Twenty-one new buildings 
have been constructed and six build- 
ings already standing on the prop- 
erty have en rebuilt for housin 
the employes, a hospital, genera 
stores and an auditorium with ca- 
pacity for 200 persons.

scher authorities to this new devel- 
opment have been tried elsewhere, 
the camp directors say, and have 
been found worth while.

Matael Figures Are for Spring 
Meetings at Bowie, Havre de 
Grace and Pimlico.

BALTIMORE, May 17.—Unofficial 
figures compiled today placed the 
total amount bet this Spring ‘through 
the pari-mutuel machines at e 
three big Maryland tracks—Bowie, 
Havre de Grace and Pimlico—at 
$20,000,000 to $21,000,000. The fourth 
track, Laurel, has all its racing days 
in the Autumn. Of the three tracks 
holding Spring meetings the heaviest 
betting was at Pimlico. It is under- 
stood that the total was not far short 
of $8,000,000. Havre de Grace came 
neyt and Bowie third. 

At Pimlico the heaviest single day 
was Preakness day, ‘when it is esti- 
mated about $1,300,800 passed through 
the machines. 

In the Spring racing season there ; 
were thirty-six days, twelve at each 
track, so that, a total bet of 
over $20,000 000 the average daily bet 
would be around ,000. In the 
racing year there are ninety-two 
days, and with this average continued 
at the Fall meetings the total for the 
year would be about $51,500,000. This 
would be under the total for last 
year, which ran around $55,000;000, 
which was a record. 

Each of the four big land 
tracks pay to the State a fee of $6,000 
for each day of racing, making a 
total of $552,000 a year. 

In addition, each track pays a 
State tax of 15. per cent on its net 
income, as determined by the State 
Racing Commission, This tax, plus 
the $6,000 per diem charge, gives the 
State an annual revenue of around

Fighting in what was to have been 
the feature ten-round bout of the 
Bronx Hospital benefit card, Al 
Singer, Bronx boxer, who has been 
hailed as a second Benny Leonard, 
was knocked out in three rounds. by 
Ignacio Fernandez, Filipino, last 
night in Madison Square Garden be- 
fore a crowd of 10,000. 

Singer dropped under a terrific 
right to the jaw, landed as the Bronx 
boxer was coming off the ropes. The 
right followed a left hook to the jaw 
which almost knocked out Singer. 

The finishing: right, aside from 
knocking out. Singer, stunned. a 
great following which had backed 
the Bronxite to win at odds of 3% 
to 1. It put a temporary check to 
the march of Singer along the cham- 
pionship trail. 

Singer toppled face forward, rolled 
over and was counted out. The 
finish came with suddenness, but it 
was by no means accidental. Singer 
won the first two rounds by out- 
boxing Fernandez, but’ the ‘Filipino 
proved a determined fighter, taking 
pi a the Bronx boxer passed 
out. 

Singer Erratic With Punches. 


Singer did not fight with his accus- 
tomed confidence. He seemed timid 
| against Fernandez’s rushes in the 
first and second and was a bit 
flighty in the second. He also was 


erratic with blows aimed at the 
body. These punches put Fernandez 
at a temporary disadvantage and 
Singer pressed the opportunity, seek- 
ing for a knockout. Though he be- 
labored Fernandez, ‘Singer only 
fought himself out. 

In the third round Fernandez rushed 
Singer from the bell and Al broke, 
retaliating only with left jabs. Sud- 
denly Fernandez shot over a left 
hook to the jaw and Singer almost 
went down. He recovered and darted 
across the ring to the ropes, with 
Fernandez in pursuit. Fernandez 
found the opening for a right to the 
jaw and, driving the blow home 
sharp and true, finished Singer after 
the round had gone two minutes and 
eight seconds. Fernandez weighed 
128 pounds and Singer 130%. 

Jack Dempsey, who was introduced 
from the ring, received a joyous wel- 
come from the spectators and the 
former heavyweight champion ap- 
peared quite well pleased with his re- 
ception.

Centre Lines of 6th and 8th

CHANGE MADE FOR SUMMER 





But Whalen Says 8th Avenue Will 
Remain Boundary — Merchants 
Hope for More Alterations. 





Important modifications in the 
theatre zone traffic plan which be- 
came effective Jan. 21 were an- 
nounced .yesterday by Police Com- | 
missioner Whalen to become opera- | 





tive Monday night and continue | 
“through the Summer months.”’ |

sociations who say the regulations 
have hurt business expressed the 
hope that the changes would be per- 
manent and even more far-reaching. 

By the commissioner’s order the 
zone in which special restrictions are 
imposed upon traffic in the evening 
rush hours is redefined. Instead of 
extending from Thirty-eighth to 
Fifty-third Street and from Fifth to 
Ninth Avenue, its boundaries are 
drawn in to the centre lines of Sixth 
and Eighth Avenues and of Forty-

As 
it is, Mr. Gratke asserted, the asso- 
ciation’s traffic committee is prepar- 
ing to ask the Board of Estimate to 
authorize the substituion of buses 
for trolley cars south of Fifty-ninth

USES CORN-STALKS 
TO MAKE ‘LUMBER’ 
Inventor Here .Demonstrates. a 


Process for Turning Waste 
Material Into Wood. 





A process-for the: manufacture of 
a substitute for. building lumber out 
of waste materials was demonstrated 
yesterday by its inventor, Adolph 
Hawerlander, a German chemist, at 
his North River laboratory. The ma- 
terials used were. corn-stalks, excel- 
sior, wood. chips.and crushed. sugar 
cane. The work was accomplished in 


fifteen minutes. 

Mr. Hawerlander said he discovered 
the process. during experiments last 
August. The formula is secret. A 
group of Americans is-interested: in 
marketing the process. 

The product, chemists present at 
the test said, is cheaper than lumber 
and more fireproof, more waterproof 


j}and equal in tensile strength. The 


inventor showed samples covered 
with mahogany veneer which can be 
marketed, it was said, for from. 5 
to 8 cents a square foot. 

The waste material was placed in 
a revolving drum and sprayed for 
ten minutes with a chemical driven 
in under air pressure, When it was 
removed it was still dry, though 
saturated with the chemical sub- 
stance. 





Then, under heat, the waste was | 


placed in a press and subjected for 
five minutes to a pressure of. 450 
pounds to the square inch. On being 
removed the resultant board had a 
smooth surface similar to imitation 
marble. When veneers are desired 
the veneer is placed on either.side 
of the material before it is put in the 
press. 

The boards were sawed and nails 
were driven in them without any 
signs of their splitting. 
eighteen by eighteen inches and one- 


half inch thick was made from four | 


pounds of wood chips. To vary the 
type of finish layers of paper were 
put on either side of the raw ma- 
terial. Five blotters, 
ressed, resulted in a slab like stone. 
or building purposes thicker boards 
are made by joining several thick- 
nesses together.

PLANE DEATH SUIT LOST. 


Jury Decides Killing of Woman in 
Curtiss Crash Was “‘Act of God.’’

RIVERHEAD, L. I., May 17.—The 
action for $50,000 damages brought 
against the Curtiss Flying Service, 
Inc., by Charles E. Seaman of Green: 
port for the death of his first wife, 
Mary, was decided in favor of the 
corporation. The case was tried in 
the Supreme Court here before Jus- 
tice Strong. 

After deliberating an hour and a 
half the jury decided that the acci- 
dent in which Mrs. Seaman met her 
death on April 14, 1927, at Curtiss 
Field, was ‘‘an act of God.’ Mrs. 
Seaman was a passenger in a Cur- 
tiss Lark airplane which crashed to 
the ground. The pilot, John Park 
Andrews, and another person also 
lost their lives. 

The plaintiff contended the acci- 
dent was caused by negligence on 
Andrews’s part in ‘“‘banking’’ the 
plane to make a turn when he was 
at an altitude of only 250 feet and 
flying over a rise in the land, a spot 
that was known for treacherous air 
currents.

Broadcasting station wave tests be- 
ing made by Federal radio engineers

It is this nearness that causes inter- 
ference with the delicate testing de- 
vice, Mr. Batcheller said yesterday. 

“If engineering means cannot be 
found to eliminate the trouble, either 
the testing depot r the Mackay 
transmitter will have to be moved to 
a new location,’’ Mr. Batcheller de- 
clared. 

He added that cooperative tests be- 
tween his engineers and the Mackay 
engineers were to be discussed soon 
to determine what can be done be- 
fore a report carrying any specific 
recommendation is made to the De- 
partment of Commerce. Mr. Batch- 
eller’s radio men make tests regu- 
larly three times a week to determine 
what stations are deviating from 
their wave assignments.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The new 
communication of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America between New York 
and San Francisco was the subject 
of questions at today’s hearing be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce on the Couzens gen- 
eral communications commission bill. 

Senator Dill asked Chairman Rob- 
inson of the Radio Commission on 
what short waves the Radio Corpo- 
ration is sending its transcontinental 
messages. 

Judge Robinson replied that trans- 
oceanic waves are ing used, but 
that the terms of its license allow 
the Radio Corporation to use the 
waves for transcontinental service. 

Judge Robinson declared that the 
government should charge for broad- 
casting licenses, the fees to be used 
toward paying the administrative 
costs of regulating radio. He also 
said that the government should 
regulate’ stations, so that educational 
and high-class programs would be 
put on the air for a minimum time 
daily, and that programs should be 
regulated by the Department of Edu- 
eation or some other government 
body, not necessarily the Radio Com- 
mission. 

“The sentiment of the people of 
the country,’’ said Judge Robinson, 
“will bring about a better class of 
radio programs.’’ 

He gave the opinion that every 
Heenees radio station is a public 
u y. 

The committee questioned Judge 
Robinson as to the British radio- 
cable combination.

SING ‘THE TSAR’S BRIDE’ 


Give a Creditable Performance at 
Manhattan of Rimsky-Korsa- 
kof f’s Seldom-Heard Opera. 





The Russian-American Grand Opera 
Company gave last night at the Man- 
hattan Opera House the first of two 
| performances of Rimsky-Korsakoff’s 


| “The Tsar’s Bride,”’ a work which 
|has had but few productions in this 


city in its original form and lan- 


guage. Several ‘of the ‘artists had 
appeared in the company’s first pro- 
duction here a' month ago, that of 
Tchaikovsky’s ‘‘Eugen Onegin.’’ .The 
profits realized on that occasion 
were devoted to the staging of ‘‘The 
Tsar’s Bride,’’ none of the singers 
receiving a stated salary. 

The quality of last .night’s per- 
formance was on an unusually high 
level, considering the limited means 
at the disposal of the management. 
As in ‘‘Eugen Onegin,’’ there was 
| displayed a fine sincerity and convic- 
tion in the interpretation of all the 
réles. The chief soloists were Mme. 
Kurenko as_ the. heroine, -Marfa; 
Valia Valentinova as Liuba, Ivan 
Stechenko ‘as Maluta, Ivan Velikanoff 
as Lykov, Michael Schwetz as Soba- 
kin, Nicholas Buzanovsky as Bomely 
and Anna Sablukova, Zena Ivanova 
and'‘Arusak Arafelova in other parts. 
The orchestra played with commend- 
able tone and sonority under the 
direction of Alexis Coroshansky. 

Like all Rimsky-Korsakoff’s op- 
eras, except ‘‘Mozart and Salieri,”’ 
“The Tsar’s' Bride,’’ composed in 
1898, is based on a Russia story, 
though its music is less native in 
character than that of some others, 
with strong emphasis placed on the 
lyric form. ere are long solos, 
duets and concerted. numbers that 
are often reminiscent of the conven- 
tional Italian school, though typically 
Russian themes constantly recur. 

Mme. Kurenko, a singer internation- 
allly known, pang the grateful music 
allotted to Marfa with charm and 
considerable beauty of tone, while 
Mme. Valentinova was especially ef- 
fective in Lubasha’s long and diffi- 
cult unaccompanied air in the first 
act.. An: audience which filled the 
greater portion of the big auditorium 
was largely composed of the artists’ 
compatriots. They listened with ob- 
vious enjoyment to a creditable per- 
formance of.a seldom-heard and in- 
teresting work.

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WHAT FUSION LACKS. 


The desirability of having a strong 
anti-Tammany ticket in the coming 
Mayoralty election is denied by no 
one. Despite the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Democratic party .in 
this city, judged by the enrolment 
figures, the election of a Mayor 
ought not to be allowed to go by 
default. A party which knows that 
it cannot be ousted, no matter what 
happens, is exposed to the temp- 
tation of letting very unpleasant 
things happen, like. negligence, 
waste and even corruption. There 
are many and diverse opponents of 
the present City Administration, 
and all of them have expressed, in 
general terms, their willingness to 
sink their differences. in order to 
make fusion against Tammany pos- 
sible, But thus far the movement 
has remained very much up in the 
air. The Republican organization 
has, indeed, avowed its willingness 
to join with others in rescuing the 
city from Tammany, but no work- 
ing plan has yet been evolved. Prob- 
ably none will be until after the dull 
months of Summer vacations end 
absence have passed. Yet it is well 
that there has been something like 
agreement, if as yet rather vague, 
about the method that ought to be 
adopted... The right state of mind 


has been created to prepare the way | 


for Fusion nominations. 

One thing is frankly confessed. 
The anti-Tammany forces are not 
able to put their hands upon any one 
man of outstanding ability and 
unimpeachable character and full 
knowledge of the needs of the city, 
who is able to unite them, give them 

#8 vigorous leadership, and summon 
them to an electoral battle with 
hope. of success. There, as. always. 
in politics, is the rub. With the 
right man lacking, the cause lan- 
guishes, And the danger is that 
some substitute for “that commod- 
ity called a. man” will be hastily 
selected by the opposition to Tam- 
many, and found to be too weak or 
vulnerable to last out an entire cam- 
paign,. Meanwhile, the field must 
be searched and the horizon 
scanned. It is notoriously a case 
of the office seeking the man. The 
Mayoralty of New York is crying 
aloud for some one of large mental 
end moral . stature, industrious, 
faithful, level with his .job, com- 
manding universal respect. Where 
is he to be:found?.: This is a ques- 
tion to which Fusion must find a 
satisfactory answer if it is really 
to hope to succeed. 
—_———— 
AIR SUBSIDIES. 

“It has been an aviation axiom 
that flights must be long to be prof- 
itable for the operating company 
and expedient . for .the . passenger. 
Yet ten-minute hops between near- 
by Géiman towns are not uncom- 
mon. While such short air journeys 
were not of late years encouraged 
by the Deutsche Lufthansa, they 
were at least ‘condoned on the fal- 
lacious theory that main lines .were 
being fed with. passengers. Insig- 
nificant towns, bent on “ boosting” 
themselves in the best American 
fashion, provided airports and cash 
to perpetuate the absurdity, 

Fully 70 per cent ‘of the receipts 
of the Lufthansa have usually come 
from Federal .and, municipal sub- 
sidies, so that it is scarcely more 
expensive to fly in Germany than 
to travel in a first-class railway car- 
riage. Criticlsm of the short flights

has led the Reichstag to cut this 
year’s budget to the’ bone. A first 
estimate of $17,000,000 became 
$8,000,000, of which about $3,000,000 
would have fallen to the Lufthansa. 
Now it is reported that the Luft- 
hansa’s portion has been still fur- 
ther pruned to $2,500,000. The Luft- 
hansa threatens to curtail its flying 
program from 6,250,000 to 3,750,000 
miles, to reduce its operating staff 
by as much as 40 per cent in some 
departments and to effect other sav- 
ings which will not be for the good 
of German aviation. , 

Probably the immediate future is 
not so gloomy as the reports would 
have us believe. But the short hops 
must be abandoned. Even with mu- 
nicipal support they never paid for 
themselves. That long-distance fly- 
ing will suffer it is hard to believe. 
The magnificent organization obuilt 
up by the Lufthansa west of Mos- 
cow can probably be maintained by 
means of the smaller subsidy and 
by slightly increasing the present 
very low fares. 

This recent experience seems once 
more to justify our deep-rooted 
American repugnance to subsidies. 
Speed should be paid for—but not 
by the government. Americans rec- 
ognize the fact and pack fast, extra- 
fare trains. The new vogue of trav- 
eling through the air by day and 


35|in a Pullman by night calls for still 


higher fares, and to these we are 
now becoming accustomed. The 
American process of building a 
transcontinental commercial air ser- 
vice, which will probably never be 
entirely free from connection with 
the railway because of the vastness 
of the country, may not be so spec- 
tacularly rapid as that of Germany, 
but it will be financially safer for 
the operating companies in the 
long run. 








THE THREE LEADERS. 


The English general election re- 
veals 
character in the three men who are 
leading the three parties. A writer 
in the May Fortnightly Review un- 
dertakes to set forth the essential 
qualities of each, and the contrasts 
which each one offers to the others. 
Beginning with Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, 
we have a man of great dash and 
fervor, gifted with a Celtic imagi- 
nation, abounding in audacity, car- 
ing little about consistency, not too 
scrupulous, but with an immense 
talent for politics and for popular 
campaigning. When still a young 
man, he wrote in his diary: ‘My 
audience is the country.” He has 
been speaking to it as such ever 
since, often with astonishing suc- 
cess, but this time, unless all the 
reports are at fault, his old witch- 
ery is failing him. The trouble lies 
partly in his cause but more in his 
personality. Yet it has to be ad- 
mitted that he took the case of the 
Liberals when it seemed at its low- 
est pitch and most hopeless, and 
gave it at least an air of life and 
promise. 

Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD has al- 
ways been a good deal of an enigma 
to both his friends and foes. He 
seems at first sight about the last 
man who would be selected to head 
the Labor party. He is as far as 
possible from filling one’s conception 
of a flaming agitator. He says and 
writes revolutionary things, but does 
it, after all, with the air of a scholar 
rather than that of a violent dema- 
gogue. When in office as Prime 
Minister he was cautious and even 
conservative, especially in foreign 
relations. His standing with his 
own party followers is peculiar. He 
is not on easy personal terms with 
them. He remains rather coldly 


apart, as PARNELL used to do with |. 


his Irish party in Parliament. Yet 
the Labor party has become con- 
vinced that Mr. MACDONALD is for 
the present the indispensable man. 
He alone can hold the wild men of 
his own left wing in check. It is 
Mr. MACDONALD’s personality and 
record which make rather ludicrous 
the attempts of WINSTON CHURCHILL 
to identify English socialism with 
the Red Peril of Moscow. Mr. MAC- 
DONALD is speaking nearly every 
day, and is confident that his party 
will make great gains in the next 
House of Commons, even if it does 
not win a majority, but he has no 
faculty for stirring great enthusiasm 
in crowded meetings of working- 
men. They look up to him as their 
leader, but he does not inspire them 
to go all lengths in support of one 
who, in their heart, they feel is cold 
and out of sympathy with their 
most radical desires and proposals. 

As for STANLEY BALDWIN, he is 
the skillful politician who denies 
that he is a politician at all, the 
despiser of rhetoric who yet knows 
how to make an effective speech, 
the leader of a discontented party 
which he has nevertheless been able 
to hold together for five years not- 
withstanding -constant complaints 
about his leadership. and frequent 
predictions that he would soon fail 
and retire. Mr, BALDWIN’s manner 
and exterior are those of a plain 
blunt Englishman who hates shams 
of all kinds, and will not promise 
the people what he knows that he 
will. not be able. to perform. But 
the true BALDWIN is a man of cul- 
ture, of refined tastes, who, beneath 
his appearance of simple-minded- 
ness, must have a marked sagacity, 
no& to say shrewdness, and a real 
flair for politics. He rose to the 
leadership of the Conservative party 
by methods which seemed to be so 
artless that many did not see how 
nicely they were calculated. In this 
campaign he has been going his own 
way with admirable consistency and 


extraordinary diversity of | 











calm. The only doubt is whether 
he has rightly read the temper of 
the English. people today, and 
whether they have formed a sound 
judgment of him. 





PEANUTS AND POTATOES. 

Some cynics judge a tariff bill by 
its “heft.” To us it will always be 
one grand sweet song. Almost every 
schedule is good free verse. The 
themes “ peanuts” and “ potatoes” 
are in themselves romantic. ‘ Pea- 
nut” brings back youth. The potato 
transports to Aroostook County, 
Me. There may be other potatoes, 
but Aroostook seems not to believe 
it; and Aroostook potatoes are al- 
ways weeping their eyes out into 
the St. John River. What has the 
Ways and Means Committee done 
for peanuts? It has raised the duty 
on the unshelled from 3 to 44 
cents; on the shelled from 3 to 6. 
The peanut growers and cleaners 
asked for 6 cents on the unshelled 
and 7 cents on‘the shelled,. Repre- 
sentative MENALCUS LANKFORD says: 
“We would like to have 10 cents on 
peanuts.” It ought to be given. 

The peanut farmers are ruined by 
Chinese cheap labor. Chinese pea- 
nuts are landed, brought as ballast, 
in San Francisco and Hampton 
Roads and sold at 2% cents a pound. 
Last Fall Mr. LANKFORD drove 
through the Peanut Belt with Secre- 
tary DAVIS, who wished to enlarge 
his agricultural education: 

So we stopped at a farmer’s 
house and asked him to let us dig up 
afew peanuts. He gladly consented, 

and he and his sons came out into 
the fields with us, told us to dig 
up a carload if we wished, that 
they were no good to him and that 
he intended to plow them under or 
turn his razorback hogs in on them 
to grow Smithfield hams, as it 
would not pay him to dig them for 
the market. He found out who 
Secretary Davis was and said to 
him, ‘‘ Won’t you please take this 
‘‘message back to Washington for 
“‘me and beg the people in Wash- 
“ington to protect us from Chinese 
** peanuts? ”’ 

Let us trust that Mr. LANKFORD 
and his friends will be protected 
against this Chinese invasion. What 

has been done for Aroostook pota- 
toes? Representative SNOW and 
other Maine Representatives have 
pleaded with the House or with the 
committee. Mr. SNOW complains 
that something has been done for 
everything in the agricultural line 
except potatoes. “The equivalent 
ad valorem on peanuts,” he says 
plaintively, “‘remains at 106 per 
cent.” The unchanged tariff rate 
on potatoes is 50 cents a hundred 
pounds. The potato farmers of 
Aroostook are in great distress. The 
Congressional Record is full of hot 
potato messages. Canada is flood- 
ing the market. There must be an 
increase of the duty on white pota- 
toes, One proposal is for a 50 per 
cent increase. 

The farmers of Mars Hill say that 
“over 70,000 inhabitants of Aroos- 
“took County alone are absolutely 
“dependent upon the income from 
“the potato crop, not only for 
“their prosperity but also their 
“actual bare living.” Even their 
bare living is being taken from 
them. Bankruptcy threatens. Sen- 
ator GOULD of Aroostook can be 
depended upon to take care of its 
potatoes; but why don’t “the 
potato-growers of forty States” 
and the peanut-growers of we for- 
get how many combine to keep out 
the Chinese and the Sheriff and do 
full justice to two of the most loved 
products of our soil? 











MORE PARKS AND PLAY- 
GROUNDS. 


Controller BeRRyY’s report recom- 
mending that $6,000,000 be spent for 
acquiring more park lands and play- 
grounds is a further indication that 
the City Administration is aware of 
the importance of these things in 
the life of the city. Although akin 
in general purpose, parks and play- 
grounds are not interchangeable. 
Recognizing this, the Controller sug- 
gests that one-half the sum be spent 
for each, and that the entire play- 
ground facilities of the ‘city be 
grouped under a single direction, so 
that they may be best administered 
by competent specialists. 

The advisability of acquiring more 
park lands has so often been urged 
that the public is fully cognizant of 
the need. ‘Phe city is notoriously 
lacking in-parks. For years nothing 
was done to purchase new sites, de- 
spite the fact that experts repeated- 
ly pointed out that early buying 
would mean large savings owing to 
the steadily rising prices of land. 
Now the. truth of this is at last real- 
ized. More than 1,300 acres of po- 
tential park lands have been ac- 
quired during the last three years. 
Upward of 600 acres more are listed 
by the Controller as sufficiently de- 
sirable to be obtained. The total 
cost of these suggested areas is 
about $2,600,000. 

The playground problem is fully 
as important and is complicated not 
only by the necessity for proper dis- 
tribution, but also by the technique 
of administration. The ideal way 
would be to apportion playgrounds 
in accordance with population, and 
so to locate them as best to serve 
particular districts. But, in fact, it 
is almost impossible to carry out 
sucha plan. In lieu of it there re- 
mains the present system of con- 
stantly seeking out, new potential 
sites which may be had at a reason- 
able price. Experience in Central 
Park and elsewhere has shown that 
there are grave inconveniences in 


sult it is not only necessary to plan 


they are far less than should be 








locating playgrounds within the 
parks. They do ‘not fit into parks 
without in a measure interfering 
with them as recreation grounds for 
other’ purposes. Rae 

In the complex city life of to- 
day the mere maintenance of play- 
grounds presents special difficulties 
with which the park authorities are 
not equipped to cope. This is in- 
evitable in view of the limited size 
of the playgrounds and the increas- 
ing demand for their use. As a-re- 


carefully so as to enable as many 
children as possible to enjoy them 
but also to supervise rigidly their 
upkeep and operation. Individuals 
who have taken charge of temporary 
playgrounds on school property and 
elsewhere have found that the work is 
exhausting in the extreme. Trained 
experts as supervisors are plainly 
indicated. 

The Controller suggests that the 
Department of Education is the most 
suitable bureau in which to cen- 
tralize- the administration of play- 
grounds. There are distinct advan- 
tages in placing all under one head. 
But the Department of Education 
already is hard pressed. If it is to 
have this additional burden it should 
receive enough support to enable it 
to carry out the program effectively. 











THE NEWS AS HISTORY. 


The American Antiquarian Soci- 
ety in Worcester, Mass., which has 
the most valuable collection of early 
American newspapers, has just ac- 
quired through an anonymous gift 
from one of its members a note- 
worthy addition—a file of The Car- 
lisle (Pennsylvania). Gazette from 
1787 to 1817. This paper, which was 
one of the earliest to be published 
west of Philadelphia, was edited 
through that entire period by one of 
the most capable editors of the coun- 
try, GEORGE KLINE. The events and 
movements of the first decades of 
our national life under the Consti- 
tution are here viewed from the 
frontier rather than from the centre 
of political and social activities. The 
disputes between Federalists and 
Republicans, for example, are seen 
from a distance if not with complete 
detachment. 

The file is of special interest be- 
cause of the Western news which its 
columns carries through that period 
—news from the little growing 
towns such as St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and Detroit. The reader is, in the 
earlier years at any rate, kept con- 
scious of the nearness of the In- 
dians. In 1787 there are accounts of 
Indian attacks on the Ohio, but by 
1793 they begin to be supplemented 
by reports of their athletic feats, 
one being of a race in which the | 
winning Indian ran “a carefully | 
measured mile” in four minutes and 
thirty-five seconds—which is but a 
few seconds behind the present world 
record. 

It is the advertisements, accord- 
ing to Dr. BINGHAM, the librarian 
of the society, which ‘“ more clearly 
than anything else’ show the foods, 
drinks, books and pastimes of the 
people of that day, a statement 
which gives support to the conten- 
tion that advertisements are them- 
selves news. They were news then 
and have become valuable social 
and economic data for the historian. 
Miss SALMON, in one of her books 
on the newspaper, says of it that 
“with all its inaccuracies, its lack 
“of: proportion, its many tempta- 
“tions — not always resisted — to 
“throw prismatic colors instead of 
“the white light of truth on its 
“ accounts of the day, the periodical 
“press still remains the most im- 
“portant single source that the his- 
“torian has at his command for the 
“reconstruction of, the life of the 
“last three centuries.” Here is a 
rich mine of ore for the historian of 
that period of American life. 

The chief problem of the editor 
was to get payment from his sub- 
scribers. How difficult it was is 
shown by. the frequent announce- 
ment in the columns that instead 
of cash he would be entirely willing 
to receive “flour, wheat, corn, 
wood, pork or spirits,” which tells, 
incidentally, how near the soil life 
then was, 





THE DWELLINGS LAW. 

In the current number of The Na- 
tional Municipal. Review Mr. LAaw- 
SON PURDY, one of the lay members 
of the Commission to Revise the 
Tenement House Law, reviews the 
controversy over the recently en- 
acted multiple dwellings law. It was 
well understood that he was one of 
those not satisfied with all of its 
provisions. As a believer in strict 
regulation of building heights, and 
as a pleader for all the sunlight pos- 
sible, particularly in the tenements, 
he frankly admits that the provi- 
sions for light and air are in. his 
judgment inadequate. He thinks 


adopted by any city “which can by 
any diligence do better.” But for 
the city of New York, “as it has 
been allowed to grow,” he regards. 
the act as a reasonable compromise, 
at least a great improvement over 
the old tenement honse law. 

This is the view of the act which 
was taken by Governor ROOSEVELT, 
as well as by the various newspa- 
pers and civic organizations which 
urged him ‘to ‘sign it. It was the 
best that could be obtained under all 
the circumstances. That there is 
As time goes by it should be pos- 








sible to make the law more respon- 
sive to present-day needs. The old- 


law tenements remain. Some of the 
organizations which fought the ‘bill 
because in their judgment it did not 
deal adequately with these “‘ abomi- 
nations. of desolation”? have banded 
together to see if something cannot 
be done to better conditions in them. 
Their replacement is now more a 
housing problem than a tenement- 
house-law. problem, but all these 
matters demand continuing atten- 
tion. Fortunately, although the com- 
mission itself has gone out-of exis- 
tence, a voluntary committee has 
been formed to keep in touch with 
developments and recommend to the 
next Legislature any changes in the 
law deemed advisable.

3,884; some for two weeks, and 
others, needing special medical care, 
for five or six weeks in convalescent 
homes. For the remaining eleven 
thousand and more bus trips to the 
country and shore were organized. 

It is able to make greater progress 
toward its goal this Summer, for Mr. 
and Mrs. Georce T. BowbDoIn have 
given to the society their estate, a 
“vast tract of land’ with three- 
fourths of a mile waterfront on the 
Hudson and almost ‘‘unlimited possi- 
bilities’? for camp sites. Ultimately 
there will be accommodation here 
for week-end vacations in other sea- 
sons than Summer.

TEMPERANCE AND SANITY. 


Suggestion - for _ Overcoming 
Perils of Prohibition. 
To the Editor of The.New York Times: 

Like hundreds of other people re- 
turning from Europe,’ I am _ bewil- 
dered by the attitude of this country 
toward prohibition. 

Do people really think that a great 
movement, so firmly established, can 
be upsct by destructive meetings and 
destructive talk? Should the vote 
be taken today, the country would 
probably again go overwhelmingly 
for prohibition, for the reason that 
the great mass of people are con- 
vinced that anti-prohibition means 
the return of the saloon and hard 
drinks. Bootleggers and Congress- 
men would vote for it, and the Meth- 
odists—that audible minority spgak- 
ing for an indifferent majority— 
would of course vote for it; not only 
because of their religious convic- 
tions but because, with many of 
them, their very income seems to de- 
pend on their venom and fanaticism 

And what about temperance? We 
hardly ever hear of it. Is the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union 
really for temperance or for prohi- 
bition? Why don’t they make their 
position clear? 

In France and Italy—countries that 
are absolutely for ‘temperance—light 
wines and beer flow like water, and 
yet a drunkard is as hard to find 
as the proverbial needle in a hay- 
stack! Why should we not have 
temperance, too? Why couldn’t light 
wines and beer be sold over the coun- 
ters of every grocer in the country 
during their regular hours? Why 
shouldn’t good whisky for the sick 
and old be sold at every accredited 
hospital? 

Were the laborer to feel that he 
could easily get beer or light wine 
to drink with his family and friends, 
would the lure of the speakeasy be 
so strong? I make no mention of 
the saloon, because the mass of peo- 
ple must be educated to the fact that 
the saloon is as abhorrent to the 
anti-prohibitionists as it is to the 
drys. Were the youth of the present 
day to feel that light wines and beer 
were a habit of their homes, where 
they could have it openly, would not 
the excitement of the hip-flask fade 
into nothingness? 

Before prohibition comes to be a 
settled habit, which we accept with 
resignation, and the country is wed- 
ded to crime and dishonesty, can we 
not realize that prohibition is not 
to be annihilated by a destructive 
course? The only way to sweep the 
props from under it is to substitute 
a constructive force—a force as great 


as itself—a force of sobriety, moder- 
ation, temperance.

CURBING STOCK FRAUDS. 


United Action Is Urged to End a 
Growing Evil. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On May 12-THe Tres published a 
letter headed ‘‘Raskob Plan Seen as 
Means of Eliminating Stock Frauds.”’ 
If the plan, as outlined, will effec- 
tively combat the stock fraud evil, a 
great deal will be accomplished. 

The various States have given a 
great deal of thought to protecting 
their citizens, as far as possible, 
from fraudulent securities. Forty- 
five of the States have Securities 
Commissions that pass on securities 
offered for sale. There is, however, 
no way of preventing the sale. of 
questionable securities through | the 
mail. 

It appears that under existing Fed- 
eral statutes the only action that 
the Department of Justice is author- 
ized to take in such cases is to in- 
stitute prosecutions for violation of 
Section 215 of the Criminal Code re- 
lating to the use of the mails in 
furtherance of a scheme to defraud. 

A very conservative figure cover- 
ing the amount of money lost each 
year in this country by people vic- 
timized in the purchase of securities 
is well above $1,000,000,000. It is 
conceded that it is very difficult to 
protect people against their own 
folly; but sooner or later definite 
steps will have to be taken to ef- 
féctively combat this evil. 

It will be recalled that not’ very 
long ago the bucketshop caused 
great losses. In recent years very 
little has been heard of the bucket- 
shop. The same united effort which 
banished the bucketshop could be 
used in eliminating the distribution 
of fraudulent securities. 

An investigation made by our life 
insurance companies has revealed 
that the average estate inherited by 
a widow is dissipated within seven 
years. There is no other country in 
the world where so much money is 
regularly lost through fraudulent se- 
curities as in the United States. 
is to the interest of our savings and 
investment bankers to encourage the 
setting up of machinery with as little 
delay as possible which should delve 
deeply into this problem and en- 
deavor to right the situation. 

The magnitude of the situation is 
such that it is impossible to attempt 
to solve the problem in all of the 
States at once. However, it would 
be a splendid as well as a practical 
idea to have a few States cooperate 
in stamping out this evil. The co- 
operation of associations of grand 
jurors would be effective. Experi- 
ence would promptly show the best 
method to pursue.

Could not some of the early training 
include caring for an infant for an 
hour or two daily or an hour or two 
in the evening in order to give many 
a mother the chance to relax? Only 
mothers know the amount of work 
required to keep a baby immaculate 
and the home clean, to say nothing 
of father’s dinner. 

However it is accomplished, I 
should like to see life made easier 
for the mother. Perhaps some of

BERLIN, May 17 (2).—Lilli Leh- 
mann, a prima donna of another, 
generation, whose handsome figure| 
still excited admiring whispers on 
her rare appearances among audi- 
ences at concert halls, died suddenly 
today at the age of 80. 

Musical critics had placed her on a 
level with Jenny Lind and Adelina 
Patti. She retired from the operatic 
stage long ago. Despite her advanced 
age she was hale and hearty until | 
recently, when gastric trouble de- 
veloped which she did not heed. She | 
continued daily walks, rain or shine, 
in the villa. colony of Grunewald, 
where she resided. Latterly she re-; 
ceived but few visitors, but her | 
neighbors noted her daily in her 
garden. 

Her sister, Marie, also a former | 
opera singer, only less noted, who, 
lived near by, was the only person | 
at the bedside when the end came 
threugh heart disease. 


Honored by Austria. 


Lilli Lehmann on the occasion of 
her eightieth birthday, in November, 
1928, received the honors of the Aus- 
trian Government when the distin- 
guished title of ‘‘professor’’ was con- 
ferred upon her. The President of 
the Austrian Republic, Dr. Michael 
Hainisch, gave her the title himself, 
because of her many noteworthy per- 
formances at the famous Vienna 
opera in the days of the empire and 
for the valuable services she rendered 
to the Mozart festivals at Salzburg. 

Even up to her eighty-first year 
Mme. Lehmann continued to teach, 
and she was frequently spoken of as 
“80 years young”’ because of her 
vigor and the fact that she could still 
reach brilliant soprano tones with- 
out difficulty. She rested from her 
teaching of a large list of pupils only 
after the Mozarteum at Salzburg, 
and then returned to her work in 
Berlin. 

Lilli Lehmann was born in Wiirz- 
burg on Nov. 24, 1848, the daughter 
of Marie Loew Lehmann, a harpist | 
and herself a prima donna. Lilli 
studied under her mother, who was 
the heroine of many operas by the 
famous composer Spohr. She . left 
her Bavarian home for Prague, where 
she made her début when only 20 
years old as the First Boy in the 
“Magic Flute.’”’ She then sang in

(®).—The Rev. John Nicholas Lenker, 
70 years old, nationally known among 
the Lutheran clergy as a statistician 
and translator of the writings of 
Luther, died here today. 
He formerly was president of the 
General Lutheran Missionary Confer- 
‘ence, vice president of the American 
Lutheran Mission for Russia and the 
‘founder and organizer of student mis- 
‘sionary societies in..Norway, Sweden 
and Finland. 


Dr. Lenker was born in Sunbury, 

Pa., on Nov. 28, 1858, the son of 
John Bobb and Mary Ann Gearheart 
Lenker. He graduated from Witten- 
berg College, at Springfield, Ohio, in 
the class of 1879, and received the 
degree of M. A. the year following. 
In 1881 he was graduated from the 
Hamma Divinity School where he 
was awarded his D. D. in 1893. He 
also studied at the University of 
Leipzig in Germany. 
He was ordained an Evangelical 
Lutheran Minister in 1880, his first 
pastorate being in. Grand. Island, 
Neb. From 1886 to 1894 he was with 
the Board of Church Extension of 
the General Synod Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, aiding in the rais- 
ing of more than $400,000 for this 
work. In 1900 he became professor 
of church history, German and other 
subjects at Trey Seminary, Blair, 
Neb.

SNYDER’S REPTILES 
EXHIBITED AT 200 


Collection of Rattler-Bite Victim 
Shows Lavish Care, Dr. 
Ditmars Declares. 








16 SPECIMENS POISONOUS 





Include Palm Viper Which Arrived 
Here in Banana Cargo—15 of 
Creatures Are Harmiess. 





The valuable reptile collection of 
Charles E. Snyder, former head 
keeper of mammals and reptiles at 
the New York Zoological Park in the 
Bronx, who died last Monday from 
a rattlesnake bite suffered in the 
Ramapo Mountains, has been trans- 
ferred from his home at 3,013 Wal- 
lace Avenue, the Bronx, and placed 


on exhibition in the Reptile House 
at the Zoo. 


The reptiles are in excellent condi-- 


tion, Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, cura- 
tor, said yesterday, because ¢f the 
care which Mr. Snyder lavished upon 
them. Fifteen of them are non- 
capa tena and sixteen are poisonous. 

he former were used by Snyder in 
his public lectures. The poisonous 
group includes five timber rattle- 
snakes averaging four feet in length, 
all captured by Snyder in the Rama- 
po ountains. It was one of that 

Specie which caused his death. 

The other specimens of poisonous 
reptiles are a palm viper, which ar- 
rived in New York from Central 
America in a cargo of bananas; three 

ila monsters, a species of lizard 

ound in Arizona; two geckos, North 

African lizards with adhesive digits 
which, Dr. Ditmars explained, en- 
able them, despite their size, to run 
across a ceiling: with the ease of a 
housefly; four copperheads from the 
Ramapo Mountains, and a _ coral 
snake from Florida. 

In discussing his belief that Mr. 
Snyder’s death had been caused by 
the delay in administering snake 
serum and not because the serum 
had been ineffective, Dr. Ditmars 
demonstrated how snake venom with 
which to manufaeture the serum is 
obtained. He had a four-foot cot- 
ton moccasin, one of the most poi- 
sonous snakes of the Southern United 
States, brought to his office. 

With a wooden instrument shaped 
like a ‘‘T’’, he pinned the snake’s 
head to the floor. The reptile com- 
menced to squirm and the curator 
grasped it just in back of the head 
with one hand and near the tail with 
the other.

DOCTOR BRAVES GALE 
TO AID ILL HERMIT 


Brings Capt. Donnelly From Fire 
Island to Bay Shore for an 
(peration. 





Special to The New York Times. 

BAY SHORE, L. I., May 17.—After 
a Coast Guard cutter and a private 
power launch carrying a doctor and 
a nurse had been sent to his aid, 
Captain. John Donnelly, known for 
miles around as the hermit of Fire 
Island, where he has lived for more 
than fifty years, was rushed seven 


miles across the Great South Bay and 
landed here today for a serious op- 
eration for stomach trouble. 

Captain .Donnelly, whose proud 
boast is that he once was host to 
Grover Cleveland and to Theodore 
Roosevelt and who is a great favor- 
ite among the townspeople here as 
well as among sportsmen and mem- 
bers of the Summer colony on Fire 
Island, became ill last Tuesday 
while he was rowing his open boat 
in a squall back to his Fire Island 
retreat. He had come to Bay Shore 
to see a sister and was returning 
alone. 

Seeing the old man’s frail craft 
being buffeted about, a Mr. Reed of 
Lonleyville, the Fire Island com- 
munity where the hermit’s shack is 
located, put out in a power boat 
and, finding Captain Donnelly almost 
exhausted, brought him ashore. 

On Wednesday the word spread 
that Captain Donnelly was seriously 
ill. Neighbors hurried to Ocean 
Beach, three miles from the her- 
mit’s hut, and telegraphed the news 
to Bay Shore. On Thursday Dr. 
George King, who conducts a pri- 
vate hospital in Bay Shore, dispatched 
a launch carrying medical supplies, 
a physician on his staff and a nurse. 

When this launch had ‘crossed the 
bay, a squall came up that made 
landing in a small boat dangerous. 
After a two-hour struggle, in which 
one of the launch’s small boats was 
swamped, the physician and the 
nurse reached the shore.. Appeals 
were sent to the Fire Island Coast 
Guard. station, which despatched a 
cutter. Officers of the cutter ad- 
vised the doctor that if Captain Don- 
nelly’s condition were sérious it 
would be almost suicidal to attempt 
to take him off. The cutter and the 
power launch stood by all last night, 
but it was not until this morning 
that Captain Donnelly could. be 
moved. Volunteer stretcher bearers 
carried him a mile and a half along 
the beach to Fair Harbor, where he 
was placed in a rowboat, carried out 
ely the launch and brought across the

bring the hostile forces to terms. 
‘Likewise city, State and Federal 
agencies, as well as a group of prom- 
inent factors in the building indus- 
try, were planning mediation pro- 
ceedings. 


State Bodies Frame Plan. 


After a conference between State 
Industrial Commissioner Frances 
Perkins and Chairman Darwin R. 
James of the State Housing Board 


it was announced that informal pro- 
posals were being framed jointly for 
submission to both sides soon. What- 
ever will be done by the State bodies, 
it was said, will be done jointly. 
If a settlement is not reached as a 
result of the informal proposals the 
State bodies will further consider the 
idea of an investigation. 

George Gove, secretary of the State 

‘ Housing Board, heard the electrical 
. union’s version of the dispute from 
H. H. Broach, vice president of the 
international union. Facts were sup- 
plied to Miss Perkins by Mediators 
P. J. Doyle and A. J. Portenar of 
the State Labor Department. At the 
same time Thomas D. Williams, rep- 
resenting Secretary of. Labor Davis, 
continued his efforts to harmonize 
the warring elements. 

The city took a hand in the situa- 
tion when Corvoration Counsel Ar- 
thur J. W. Hilly appeared at the 
injunction hearing before Justice 
Crain and requested permission to 
intervene as a friend of the court.

Building Committee Formed. 


A committee within the building 
industry was formed yesterday at 
the office of Robert D. Kohn, archi- 
tect. The committee consists of 


Alexander M. Bing of the City Hous- 
ing Corporation; O. H. Cheney, vice 
president of the Irving Trust Com- 
pany; Henry C. Meyer Jr., consult- 
ing engineer, and the following 
architects: R. H. Shreve, S. F. Voor- 
hees, D. E. Waid and Mr. Kohn. 

The committee decided to meet the 
various groups involved in the dis- 
pute separately, to make a thorough 
canvass of the situation and then to 
propose suitable recommendations. 
The committee will bring to the sit- 
uation, it was said, a knowledge of 
the building industry obtained from 
close contact with it because of years 
of direct dealing with all factors in 
the construction field. 

When the injunction hearing ended 
yesterday James E. Smith, counsel 
for the petitioning union, said he 
would accept Justice Crain’s offer to 
act as mediator. 

“‘There cannot be any compromise 
in this situation,’’ said Harry N. 
French ‘of Eidlitz & Hulse, counsel 
of the employers’ association, to re- 
porters who asked him to comment 
on the court’s offer. ‘‘We will gladly 
submit our case to any body of com- 
petent jurisdiction which has power 
to subpoena witnesses, administer 
oaths’ and compel the taking of testi- 
mony. We have no doubt of the re- 
sult of such an inquiry. I did not 
take the time of the court to expose 
all the dirt in the situation.” 

‘‘We are always open to reason,” 
was the comment of Walter Faddis, 
president of the Building Trades 

mployers’ Association, to Justice 
Crain’s offer. 

‘Why not let everybody go back 
to work, call off the lockout order 
and let’s settle the thing afterward?” 
suggested Corporation Counsel Hilly 
to Mr. French.

Rubber Heart Is Pat in Cat 
"Keeps It Alive Several Hours 


HALIFAX, N. S., May 17 ().— 

A cat spent one of its fabled nine 
lives today equipped with a rub- 
ber heart, according to Dr. O. 8. 
Gibbs of Dalhousie University in 
a lecture at the Nova Scotia Insti- 
tute of Science. 
. The heart, electrically operated, 
maintained full action over a peri- 
od of hours in the feline circula- 
tory system, from which the nat- 
ural heart had been removed. 

Experiments to study the effects 
of drugs on the system soon wore 
out the natural heart, Dr. Gibbs 
said. 

The operation on the cat took 
about five minutes. After the 
rubber heart was installed the cat 
lived several hours, said the sci- 
entist.

At the conclusion of the hearing 
Justice Crain asked the attorneys to 
agree upon a stated set of facts, so 
as to limit the area. of dispute as 
far as possible. He then added his 
offer to be of service to both sides 
informally if they would call upon 
him for his services. 


2 LEADERS FINED $250 
IN CAFETERIA STRIKE 


Union Officials Found Guilty. of 
Violating Injunctions by 
Two Justices. 





Fines of $250 each were imposed 
yesterday by Supreme Court Justice 
Thomas C. T. Crain on Samuel 
Kramberg and Michael Obermeier, 
respectively treasurer and chairman 
of the strike committee of the Cafe- 
teria Workers’ Union, who were 
found guilty of violating injunctions 
issued by Supreme Court Justices 
Levy and Sherman. 

“Each of the defendants contemp- 
tuously and willfully advised and 
counseled disobedience to the injunc- 
tion order of this court and aided 
and abetted in its violation,’’ de- 
clared Justice Crain. ‘‘There are no 
mitigating circumstances. Each is 
found guilty of contempt of this 
court.”’ 

The decision was made on applica- 
tion of Nathaniel Phillips, counsel 
for the Wil-low Cafeterias, Inc., a 
3,000,000 concern, who charged the 
leaders with inciting striking, cafe- 
teria workers to break ndows, 
smash furniture and crockery and 
attack workers who refused to go on 


strike. 

Philli asserted that while 
Justice Crain was considering the 
suit both leaders were agin defying 
the court’s orders. He said he would 
begin a new suit at once to punish 
Kramberg and Obermeier for more 
recent eged acts of contempt of 
the court order and would ask that 
jail sentences be imposed. Justice 
Crain denied motions by the United 
Cafeteria Owners’ Association to 
punish Kramberg and Obermeier for 
similar acts against that association. 

The cases of twenty-five pickets 
arraigned in West Side court yester- 
day were adjourned until y by 
Magistrate Vitale, who will announce 
whether the men will be tried for 
disorderly conduct or for violating 
the injunction. 

The union announced that the strike 
for the eight-hour day would go on 
despite all obstacles.

WINTER CRITICIZES 
METHODS OF POLICE 


Whalen, Demands Protection 
for His District. 








$5,000 TAKEN IN HIS HOME 





Alderman’s Sister; Robbed of $3,500, 
Terms Detectives’ Work 
“Rather Lax.’ 





Criticism of detective methods and 
‘a request for ‘‘proper. police protec- 
tion’? in the Fifteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict were made yesterday in a letter 
written by Keyes Winter, Republi- 
can leader of the district, to Police 
Commissioner Whalen, in which Mr. 
Winter revealed that his home at 128 
East. Ninety-fifth Street had been 
robbed last Saturday night of prop- 
erty valued at $5,000. 

The details of another robbery in 
the same district, which occurred 
about five weeks ago at the home of 
Mrs. Gilbert Browne, 166 East Sixty- 
sixth Street, in which jewel and 
silver valued at $3,500 were en, 
were also disclosed yesterday by 
Mrs. Browne, a sister of Alderman 
Joseph C. Baldwin 3d. Mr. Baldwin, 
in a speech Thursday night at the 
New York County Republican Com- 
mittee meeting, called attention to 
the two robberies in making charges 
of ‘“‘incompetency” in the adminis- 
tration of the Police Department by 
Commissioner Whalen. 
‘Among the articles stolen, Mr. 
Winter said, was a tapestry worth 
$1,500, several pieces of silver 
valued at $1,000, a fur overcoat 


-valued at $1,500, evening dresses, a 


gold watch and other articles of a 
value in all of $5,000. Mr. Winter 
was with his family at the time at 
their home at Syosset, L. I. 

After outlining the details of the 
theft, in his letter to Commissioner 
Whalen, Mr. Winter continued, in 


art: 
pe Tcamediately upon my discovery 
of this robbery on Monday afternoon 
I called up Police a and 
advised them of the robbery. Two 
officers, Quinn and Cosgrove, from 
the 104th Street station arrived and 
contented themselves with request- 
ing a list of the stolen articles, 
which I was unable to give them 
at that time. They made no effort 
whatever and so far as I know have 
never since made any effort to dis- 
cover who the thieves were that 
broke into my. house and pillaged 
and robbed it. 

“The only suggestion that I re- 
ceived from your detectives was to 
round up pawn shops and pay the 
pawn broker to recover such articles 
of mine as I found in his possession. 
“This is one of a number of rob- 
beries and hold-ups that have been 
committed in the past few months 
in my district and it seems to me 
that it is incumbent. upon your de- 
partment to re us proper police 
protection and see that our homes 
are protected from outrages of this 
character.’’ 

Mr. Winter reiterated his intention 
to propose an Aldermanic investiga- 
tion of the Police Department. He 
said that such a proposal would pos- 
sibly get no further than the com- 
mittee, but that it would, at least, 
call F gatsspa attention to the depart- 
ment.

33-F oot Boat Sails Today for Greenland 
~ “On'3-Month Trip; Rockwell Kent iv Crew 





A new cutter-rigged boat named 
Direction, built on’ the plan of a 
Norwegian fishing boat, will leave 
Petersen’s Shipyard at Nyack, N. Y., 
today on the outgoing tide, under 
sail with no motor, bound for Green- 


land by way-of ' Baddeck, Nova 
Scotia. 


The boat will be manned from’Bad- 
deck by a crew of three, consisting 
of Arthur’S. Alien of Philipse Manor, 
Tarrytown, N. Y., a student.of. naval 
arrchitecture anda junior at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of’ Technol - 
Lucian Cary Jr., son of the novelist, 
and Rockwell Kent, artist and ex- 
plorer. 

The boat was designed originally by 
M. H..Miner for a South Seas trip, 
but was taken over by young Allen 
and has been building at iller’s 
Shipyard, Nyack, for the last two 
years. It is all of wood, 33 feet over- 
all, with a 29-foot water line and a 
beam of 11 feet 6 inches. Every 
plank is one piece from stem to 
stern. The boat is oak-ribbed, dove- 
tailed and bolted. , 

The keel was made from one oak 
tree and is one piece 16 by 14 inches 
of solid oak. To this is attached an 
iron keel weighing 7,000 pounds. 
The bolts used to attach the metal 
to the wooden keel are 38 inches 
long and 1% inches in diameter. 

The boat sails today fully equipped 
and provisioned for the whole trip, 


which will last about three months. 
Young Cary is in command of a sub- 
stitute crew and plans to reach Bad- 
deck about June 10 to take on Mr. 
Allen and Mr. Kent.. 

The route of the boat from Bad- 
deck will be through the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and around Labrador, up 


to Hamilton Inlet and then straight 

across the open sea with its hazards 

of storm and‘ ice, to Godhavn, a 

Danish settlement on the south 

coast of Disco Island, Greenland, 

oa 100 miles within the Arctic 
e. 


At Hamilton. Inlet the party plan 
to visit Sir Wilfred T. Grenfell, who 
ri expressed keen interest in the 
rip. 

All three of the crew are experi- 
enced sailors. Mr. Allen, who re- 
cently won an honor in ship desi 
at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, has just celebrated his twen- 
ty-first birthday.

David Dubinsky, acting president 
of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
‘ment Workers’ Union, in a state- 
Kment yesterday demanded that the 
American Cloak and Suit Manufac- 
turers’ Association recede from its 
announced position favoring piece- 
work in the cloak industry. 

Mr. Dubinsky’s statement followed 
the deadlock between the union and 
the association of contractors which 
developed Thursday night in an at- 
tempt to avert a strike of cloak- 
makers by June 1, when the present 
agreement expires. 

“The contractors must know that 
if they persist in their attitude they 
will help drag the industry into 
chaos, the union with them,” said 
Mr. Dubinsky. ‘‘The curse of the 
industry is lack of stability and or- 
ganization. Piece-work would fur- 
ther plunge the industry into chaos. 

“The union sincerely hopes that 
the deadlock with the American As- 
sociation will not result in the break- 
down of negotiations to avert a 
strike, but the union is prepared for 
that regrettable eventuality if it is 
forced upon us.’”’ 

‘“‘Because our industry is seasonal 
we believe that week work is wrong,”’ 
said Joseph Schwartz, president of 


the Manufacturers’ Association, in 
discussing the union statement. ‘“The 
union is compelled to call a strike 
every two or three years in order 
to mop up the firms which have 
kicked over the traces and gone to 
the piece-work system 

‘‘We believe the 
present time 65 per cent of produc- 
tion in the industry is on a piece- 
work basis shows that the piece- 
work system is the most economic 
system, and that the attempt to 
maintain the week-work. system is 
purely artificial. If the workers do 
not want piece work I do not know 
why their production amounts to 65 
per cent of the garments turned out. 

“The attempt to organize the in- 
dustry into union shops will not be 
successful unless it is recognized 
that the piece work system is here. 
Let the union legalize the system 
and make it optional for those who 
want to use it.’’

Baptist Organization, in Final 
Session at Buffalo, Condemns 
“Legal Theft” of Churches. 








DR. SHIELDS IS RE-ELECTED 





Students at Des Moines University 
Resolve Not to Return to Insti- 
tution After June 4.

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 17.—Reso- 

lutions adopted today at the closing 
session of the Baptist Bible Union, 
at its annual meeting here, urged 
prevention of what was termed legal 
theft of church buildings from Bap- 
tist Fundamentalist groups, called 
upon Fundamentalists to oppose and 
expose Modernists, and reaffirmed 
the action of the board of trustees in 
outsting the president and other 
members of the faculty of Des Moines 
University. 
The executive committee of the 
union was authorized to consider the 
advisability of forming a central or- 
ganization to correlate the work of 
the Fundamentalists. 

There: was no further echo at the 
final session of the discord of last 
Saturday at the university, when re- 
bellious students threw rotten eggs, 
Dean E. C. Calloway of the uni- 
versity and the Rev. Miner Stevens, 
representatives of the faction opposed 
to the organization group at the 
meeting, having departed for Des 


Moines. They had declared the sit- 
uation hopeless. 


Dr. Shields Is Re-elected. 


Dr. Thomas T. Shields of Toronto 
was re-elected president of the union, 
and Miss Edith Redman was re-elect- 
ed secretary and treasurer. 

Other officers elected were: First 
vice president, E. A. Roberts, Cleve- 
land, and second vice president, the 
Rev. J. J. Vangorder, Butler, Pa.; 
the Rev. Dr. O. W. Vanosdel of 
Grand Rapids, Earl G. Griffith of 
Toledo, the Rev. Charles Fredman of 
La Salle, Ill., and C. J. Looney and 
E. A. Fowler were elected members 
of the executive committee. 

The resolutions aimed at modern- 
ism read: 

“Resolved, That the spirit of funda- 
mentalism is only begun; that it is 


more necessary than ever for all true 
evangelicals together to oppose and 
expose the constantly renewed at- 
tempts of the Modernists to gain 
supreme place in church, school and 
press; that we should continue to 
show all who love our Lord Jesus 
Christ in sincerity and truth, many 
of whom are still uninformed of the 
situation, the evil nature of modern- 
ism in any form or degree, that we 
should urge such to withhold all sup- 
port from programs of work which 
are not entirely in accord with the 
faith of the Bible; and that we 
should foster only organizations that 
are avowedly uncompromising of this 
true faith.”

The resolution aimed at what was 
termed the legal theft of church 
property read: 

Whereas a number of church 
properties have been wrested from 
Fundamental groups of Baptists by 
processes of law and others are 
now threatened, and 

Whereas these losses to funda- 
mentalism are sometimes due to 
laxness upon the part of the Church 
with reference to legal technicali- 
ties and sometimes to counsel that 
is incompetent in matters of dis- 
tinctive Baptist practice, 

Therefore, be it resolved that we 
caution our pastors and churches 
to look carefully into the legal 
status of their properties and 
affairs with a view to the removal 
of any possible opportunity for the 
wily opponents of fundamentalism 
to get any unethical advantage 
over them. 

The re-election of Dr. Shields and 
Miss Redman was not unexpected. 
They are also president and secre- 
tary respectively of the board of 
trustees of Des Moines University, 
and Miss Redman is secretary and 
treasurer of the college 

Students at Des bined revolted 
over wnat they called the dictatorial 
attitude of Dr. Shields and Miss Red- 
man. The university is the only 
Fundamentalist university in the 
United States; it is owned and con- 
trolled by the Baptist Bible Union. 
Although the school was closed last 
week on the order of Dr. Shields, 
who dismissed the faculty of forty, 
it has since been reopened on a court 
order obtained by its dismissed 
president, Dr. Harry C. Wayman.

head of the board of trustees of the 
institution, as ‘‘victims of misrepre- 
sentation,’’ in referring to the stu- 
dent body’s telegram wired to the 
Baptist Bible Union convention here 
today. The telegram stated that no 
student would return in the Fall if 
Dr. Shields and Miss Edith Rebman, 
secretary of the board, were allowed 
to retain their positions. 

“I rt a igs will come back, of 
course,’ told The Associated 
Press. “put if they do not, it is up 
to them. Don ot blame them. They 
do not know the true facts of the 
case.’

BISHOP BERRY PLANS 
A CHURCH NEWSPAPER 


Says at Binghamton Funds Are 
Assared for Project for the 
Nation’s Moral Forces.

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., May 17.— 
Announcing that ‘‘sufficient funds 
are assured to warrant establishment 
of a great, new, strong and reliable 
non-denominational Christian news- 


paper in a large American centre,”’ 
Bishop Joseph F. Berry, retired, of 
the ethodist Episcopa "Church ‘has 
sent appeals to scores of leaders in 
religious denominations and reform 
organizations asking for their co- 
operation and support. 

Bishop Berry declares that the pa- 
per should be pone near the cen- 
tre of p eee an bs Shite gy such 
cities as Chicago, Pittsburgh, Indian- 
apolis or Detroit. 

“The Christian Church and its co- 
operating agencies are in a serious 
situation,’’ the Bishop says. ‘‘We 
are misrepresented, ridiculed and 
often abused, and have no method of 
defense. Nothing is needed so ur- 
gently at this moment as the leader- 
ship of a great daily newspaper of 
character, conscience and wholesome 
moral influence.’ 

In reference to the policy of such 
a newspaper, the Bishop says: 

“The Methodist Episcopal Church 
should not undertake the enterprise. 
The Presbyterian Church should not. 
No one denomination should assume 
the responsibility. It ought not to 
be the organ of the Anti-Saloon 
League or any other reform organi- 
zation or group of organizations. 

‘“‘But it should become a national 
representative of all the churches 
and all organizations and individuals 
who are committed to the complete 
overthrow of the rum power, puri- 
fication of public life and the pro- 
motion of the reign of righteousness 
throughout the Republic. 

“The propaganda which many of 
the daily papers and certain maga- 
zines have been serving to the Amer- 
ican people has already weakened 
the faith of multitudes in the wis- 
dom of prohibition and the possi- 
bility of its enforcement. 

‘‘We may as well admit there is a 
decided decline in the morale of the 
Christian and temperance forces of 
this land. We must publish the 
truth; we must defend the moral 
heritage we have won; we must chal- 
lenge the lying statements of our 
foes. We must fight fire with fire.” 

As to the financial side of the proj- 
ect, the Bishop said: 

“That matter is already taken care 
of. mple funds are at hand and 
we Fen ply are concerned now with 
reaching an understanding with the 
various elements, such as the relig- 
ious reform and associated welfare 
organizations to whom a daily of 
this nature must naturally look for 
its support and strength. 

‘“‘Thus, more probably depends to- 
day on the reaction we meet with 
from the recipients of the uniform 
letter I mailed out today than any 
other consideration.’’

Bryan J. McEntegart, Cathol ic Char- 
ities of New York; James H. Post, 
president of the Federation of Agen- 
cies Caring for Protestants, and 
Thomas J. Riley, general secretary 
of the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities.

Irregular Recovery in Stocks— 
Call Money Down to 6%, 
Starting Weak. 





The three incidents of the day 
which attracted notice in the mar- 
kets yesterday were the decline in 
call-money rates to 6 per cent, .the 
weakness of sterling in the face of 
that easier Wall Street money mar- 
ket, and the renewed decline of 
wheat, almost to the lowest price of 
1924. Since the influences govern- 
ing the rapid fluctuations of call 
money are by this time well under- 
stood, yesterday’s decline calls for 
no further comment. Sterling’s re- 
lapse to $4.844% for demand bills 
brought that market to the lowest 
rate reached since the London bank 
rate rose on Feb. 7; it has come 
lower on only half a dozen days in 
the present year. Gold was taken 
from London for New York in Jan- 
uary when sterling was no lower 
than yesterday’s rate; which makes 
the present situation curiously in- 
teresting. This is a time of year 
when sterling usually advances, 
but the vagaries of the Wall Street 
money market have upset all normal 
calculations. Contrasting with the 
London exchange, the German mark 
advanced again yesterday almost to 
the year’s best rate. 

Transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change were with one exception the 
smallest of the month. The trend 
of prices was rather uniformly up- 
ward, though a few shares lost 
ground. As has usually occurred in 
the present highly professional mar- 
ket, activities were directed to three 
or four stocks whose price was ad- 
vanced 12 to 17 points. The stocks 
which thus led the market were of 
diversified character, and gave no 
indication of a general movement. 
The wheat market, whose sweeping 
downward movement seemed to have 
been checked in the preceding three 
or four days, came again into the 
financial limelight yesterday by fall- 
ing nearly 3 cents a bushel further 
to $1.01% for the May delivery. This 
is only about 1% cents above the 
lowest price reached in the Spring 
of 1924, which has never since been 
matched. If the price were to go 
under the dollar-mark in the present 
movement, it would be the first time 
that this has happened since the 
Summer of 1923, when Europe raised 
a wheat crop a third larger than its 
wartime production and our own 
left-over surplus from the preceding 
season was exceptionally large. 

The present situation is not the 
same in all respects as in 1923; there 
has been a great recovery in Eu- 
rope’s economic stability and con- 
suming power since that time. But 
grain production. has risen with con- 
sumption. The world’s wheat har- 
vest of 1928 was 300,000,000 bushels 
greater than that of five years ago 
and its yield this year promises well; 
our own wheat harvest last year has 
also exceeded by 35,000,000 hushels 
that of 1922. Just now, wheat mar- 
ket values are moving primarily in 
response to the indications, first of 
the progress of our own new wheat 
crop, which has been mainly favor- 
able; second, of the marketing of the 
exceptionally large surplus carried 
over in the United States and Canada 
from the harvest of 1928. Existing 
conditions obviously have a political 
as well as financial and industrial in- 
fluence. 

All that can be said of the week-end 
mercantile trade reviews is that they 
still report no visible effect on in- 
dustry from the Wall Street money 
stringency. One of the agencies re- 
ports less favorable progress in retail 
than in wholesale trade; but that is 
in no respect ascribed to the money 
market, and the sustained activity of 
industrial production and distribution 
is remarked by all of them.

The Supply of Money. 


As was the case a week ago, the 
call-money rate dropped to 6 per 
cent. The decline from the week’s 
high point of 15 per cent, reached 
in connection with the mid-May pay- 
ments of dividends and interest, has 
been a little faster than most men 
were inclined to anticipate. Yester- 
day afternoon call money in the out- 
side market was described as ‘‘going 
begging’ at 5 per cent at the close. 
The money market continued to have 
an adverse effect on the principal 
foreign exchange rates, although 
German marks were again higher, 
selling close to the high point reached 
at the first of the year. This was 
ascribed to reports of another in- 
crease in the Reichsbank rate. 


Rumors Regarding Bank Rates. 


Reports circulated yesterday that 
the Chicago Reserve Bank had ap- 
plied to the Federal Reserve Board 
for increase in its rediscount rate 
from 5 per cent to 54%, but*that the 
application had been denied by the 
board.

Sterling at Gold-Import Point. 


Nothwithstanding the fact that the

Money Market Precedent. 


The abrupt fall in the call-money 
rate yesterday caused less wonder- 
ment than has followed _ similar 
movements on recent occasions, be- 
cause the rapid fluctuations have 
now become familiar to Wall Street. 
The contention was made by one 
Wall Street statistician that the re- 
cent wide variations in the call-loan 
rate have merely repeated the mar- 
ket’s movement in all previous 
periods of money stringency. Refer- 
ence to the records of the first half 
of 1920, a period of extremely tight 
money, showed that although the 
call rate touched 20 per cent in Janu- 
ary, 25 in February, 15 in March and 
April and 12 in May and June, nev- 
ertheless it also touched 6 per cent 
in exactly one-half of the weeks 
comprised in the first six months of 
the year. In one week of January 
the rate fell from 18 per cent to 6; 
in one week of March, from 14 to 6, 
and in one week of June, from 10 to 
6. The inference was drawn that the 
causes for that period’s fluctuations 
were precisely the same as the 
causes for the present wide fluctua- 
tions—outside money rushing to New 
York when 4 very high bid was 
made and rushing back again as 
soon as the rate fell.

IN MONEY MARKET 


Ray Vance Tells New Jersey 
Bankers Present Changes Are 
Basic and Must Be Met. 








CALLS OPPOSITION FUTILE 





Urges Adjustment Rather Than 
Fight Against “Tide’—Farm 
Trend Is Discussed.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 17.— 
Changes in the country’s business 
structure are too fundamental to be 
undone by official pressure, Ray 
Vance of Jersey City, president of 
Union Investors, Inc., told the twen- 
ty-sixth annual convention of the 
New Jersey Bankers Association in 
the Hotel Chelsea this afternoon. 
The convention will close tomorrow 
afternoon. 


These changes, said Mr. Vance, 


have caused the following changes 
the structure of the money mar- 
et: 

“First, loans against securities are 
likely to remain relatively higher 
than commercial loans; second, the 
point at which money rates will cur- 
tail genuine investment buying of 
securities is likely to go higher than 
in the past; third, non-banking funds 
are likely to remain an important 
factor in the call-money market.”’ 

‘In so far as these three develop- 
ments are concerned,’’ he continued, 
“I believe opposition to them is 
fighting against tides of national de- 
velopment too strong for any official 
group. The result will mean annoy- 
ance to some of your customers and 

ositive loss to you. In other words, 
f should say that the problem of 
banking today is one of adaptation 
to these changes rather than meth- 








ods to reverse them. 

“The credit problem resolves itself 
into two questions: Do we have dan- 

erously excessive speculation? And 

f so, can it be cured without the 
usual amount of damage beyond di- 
rect losses to the speculators? 

“With the first question there is 
bound to be a great deal of honest 
disagreement. I believe we have an 
amount of over-speculation which 
will ultimately have unpleasant re- 
sults for all connected with the se- 
curities business, and even upon the 
general business of the country.”’ 

In order to meet the new economic 
conditions, New Jersey farmers are 
turning more and more to specializa- 
tion and standardization of products, 
the convention was told by Dr. Jacob 
G. Lippman, dean of the College of 
Agriculture of Rutgers University. 

“The day is approaching,” he said, 
“of industrialized agriculture, of re- 
grouping of production units, of new 
economic alignment, in which crops, 
their distribution and use will serve 
to make more tranquil the currents 
of our economic life. When that day 
comes there will be less of politics 
and more of prosperity on the farms 
of our land.’’

tured the closing session of the Penn- 


sylvania Bankers’ Association here 
today. 

Submitting statistics to illustrate 
his remarks, H. Parker Willis, editor 
of The Journal of Commerce, New 
York, said the ‘‘present impasse in 
credit has been brought about as a 
result of an unsuitable or careless 
management of the Federal Reserve 
system, exhibiting a singular lack 
of leadership and an apparent ab- 
sence of recognition of the functions 
of central banking.”’ 

“The primary responsibility,” he 
declared, ‘‘must rest upon those who 
have been tinkering with the rates, 
cutting them unduly to make busi- 
ness good abroad or somewhere else, 
and definitely announcing, as the 
Governor of the Reserve Board has 
done in public addresses, that specu- 
lativé loans are not too high and that 
everything is going under well pro- 
tected and satisfactory conditions. 

“The question of how this affects 
the country banker or any banker 
outside of the large cities is a sub- 
ject of major importance. The coun- 
try banker is closer to the rank and 
file of the public, knows more about 
their problems and conditions and is 
better able to relieve them than any 
one else. He is more sympathetic 
with the community than is any 
other financial figure. He has not 
been inclined to draw heavily on re- 
serve banks, and he now finds him- 
self face to face with a troublesome 
financial situation of first impor- 
tance. He has done wrong in allow- 
ing himself to become so closely tied 
up with security loans and advances 
to Stock Exchange borrowers. The 
question now is not to award blame, 
but what remedy to apply. I do not 
hesitate to say that the country or 
out-of-town bankers should have first

Government’s Expenses Rise $180,000,000 
T 0 $3,202,721 ,942 in 10 Months of Fiscal Year

WASHINGTON, May 17. — Gov- 
ernment expenditures chargeable 
against ordinary receipts for the ten 
months of the fiscal year 1929 ended 
April 30 were $3,202,721,942.12, as 
compared with $3,021,821,439.55 for 
the comparable period of the last 
fiscal year, an increase of $180,900,- 
502.57. This represented an average 
rise of $18,090,050 a month over the 
average for the same months in 1928. 

This increase has affected most vf 
the departmental activities, despite 
the efforts of officials to effect eco- 
nomies. One of the increases which 
reached $52,000,000 in the ten months 
was due to the payment of more re- 
funds in tax cases by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau than had been ex- 
pected. Another $40,000,000 of the 
increase is accounted for by the pos- 


tal deficiency, which rose from about 
$18,000,000 for the ten months of 
1928 to more than $60,000,000 in 1929. 

The general expenditures of the 
various departments in the ten 


months of 1929 represented $1,720,- 
506,232.86 of the total as compared 
with $1,594,409,410.02 in 1928, an in- 
crease of $126,096,822.84, or at the 
rate of about $12,609,682 per month. 
This classification does not include 
tax refunds or the postal deficiency 
and more closely represents the ac- 
tual rate of increase of recurrent ex- 
penditures. 

Interest payable on the public debt 
during the period dropped to $567,- 
480,674.51, as against $623,093,842.7 
in 1928, a decrease of $55,613,168.25,

EQUITABLE WILL JOIN 
SEABOARD ABOUT AUG. 1 


Former’s New Broad Street Build- 
ing Will House Combined 
Banks’ Main Office. 


Although officials of the Equitable 
Trust Company and the Seaboard 
National Bank declined to issue a 
formal statement yesterday concern-

It was pointed out that the way 
was open for the acquisition of smal- 
ler banks by the new institution, but 
that no conversations were being 
held at present looking in that di- 
rection. 

With respect to the branches, it is 
possible that consolidations may be 
effected in one or two instances.

PRICES IMPROVE STEADILY 





Granting of Large Commissions 
Curtailed—Demand Recently 


Has.Show Good Increase. 





Despite the fact that there will be 
a large number of awards of munic- 
ipal bonds made next week, the total 
will amount to only $23,133,214. This 
compares with this week’s revised 
total of $35,863,930 and with the 
weekly average for the year to date 
of $31,233,746. Next week’s awards 
will number 105, as against 94 this 
week. 

Only three of the issues scheduled 
for next week are for $1,000,000 or 
more, the largest being the issue of 
$7,909,000 Erie County, N. Y., 4%s, 
which will be sold on Friday. On 
Wednesday Baltimore County, Md., 
will. offer $1,000,000 412 per cent 
school bonds, and on hursday 
Roselle, N. J., will open bids on an 
issue of $1,046,000 assessment and 
public improvement bonds, to be 
sold as not exceeding 6s. 

Very few issues of any size were 
announced this week for award on 
| later dates. The two largest were 

the $10,000,000 city of Philadelphia 
bonds to be sold on June 3, and the 


$4,280,000 State of Maryland bonds 
on June 12. 


Prices Improving Steadily. 


The largest public offering of 
| bonds this week by bankers was the 
, issue of $9,135,000 Chicago Sanitary 
| District 6 per cent warrant notes on 
| Wednesday. At the close of busi- 
| ness last night the bankers reported 
| that more than $7,000,000 of the 


notes had been sold. Most of the 
new issues brought out this week 
were fairly well distributed. 

Prices appear to be. improving 
| Steadily. Not that there has been a 
general repricing of old issues to 
conform to the prices placed on new 
bonds awarded this week, but rather 
a tendency to curtail the granting 
| of large commissions. 

There appears to be a very limited 
demand for second and third grade 
issues at this time, and for that rea- 
son bids put in by bankers for new 
issues of this type are sometimes 
quite out of line with the exvectation 
of the borrowing communities. 

Taken as a whole the demand for 
municipal bonds is much better than 
it was a month or two ago, due to 
the comparative scarcity of new is- 
sues and the wider inquiry from in- 
vestors and out-of-town banks which 
have been out of the market for 
months. Insurance company and in- 
stitutional buying in general pro- 
vides the principal outlet for bonds 
at present. 

There is still considerable uneven- 
ness of distribution among the vari- 
ous members of any large syndicate. 
However, the scarcity of bonds is at- 
tested to by the fact that comneti- 
tion for issues, large and small, i 
growing keener, though it is rare 
that the first and last bids show any 
great divergence in ideas on price.

FOR LIVESTOCK R RATE RAISE. 


1. Cc. C. Examiners Recommend In- 
creases on Western Railroads. 
WASHINGTON, May 17 (®.—A re- 
vision of railroad freight rates on 


live stock in western territory mak- 
ing general but slight increases, was 
recommended today to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

C. E. Styles and A. S. Parker, 
commission examiners, after a pre- 
liminary study, suggested a series of 
mileage scales in Western territory 
to govern the making of new rates, 
and indicated that the scales would 
increase railroad earnings. The 
commission assigned the report for 
oral argument here July 10. 

‘Live stock in much of the Western 
district is not at present bearing its 
fair share of the transportation bur- 
den of its new scales,’’ the report 
said. ‘‘Under the rate levels herein 
recommended it will do no more 
than meet these minimum require- 
ments. Taken as rate levels, we be- 
lieve the scales recommended will be 
fair both to shippers and carriers.”

PLANS NEW BUILDING 


Proposes Structure on Present 
Site to House Several 
Commodity Markets. 








CONFERENCES ON PROJECT 





Discussions Are Held With Rubber, 
Cocoa and Silk Organizations— 
Others to Be Invited. 





A movement to unite the commod- 
ity exchanges of New York in a 
new office building on the site of 
the present Coffee and Sugar Ex- 
change at 113 Pearl Street has been 
revived by executives of the ex- 
changes. 

Representatives of the Coffee and 
Sugar Exchange, the Rubber Ex- 
change, the New York Cocoa Ex- 
change and the National Raw Silk 
Exchange have been holding confer- 
ences on the plan. One detail which 
remains to be settled is whether the 
oo building will be constructed 
y a realty company in which the 
various exchanges will hold stock, or 
whether the work will be undertaken 


2 | by a private individual to whom the 


Coffee and Sugar Exchange would 
sell its property. 


Seven or Eight Exchanges Likely. 


While the movement is limited at 
present to the four exchanges 
which have joined in the conferences, 
it is expected that other commodity 
markets, such as the National Met- 
al Exchange, will be invited to co- 
operate in the undertaking. Most 
of these exchanges rent their quar- 
ters on short-term leases. If the plan 
meets with general approval seven 
or eight exchanges in which hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of com- 
modities are sold annually may be 
joined in one building within a year 
or two. 

Commission houses affiliated with 
the various commodity exchanges 
are said to be giving the idea for a 
commodity exchange centre strong 
support, since it would result in cen- 
tralization and greater efficiency. |™ 
While no announcement has been 
made as to the size of the structure 
planned, it was said that in addition 
to the site of the Coffee and Sugar 
Exchange, a plot adjoining this 
building might be required for the 
market centre. The building would 
not only house the various ex- 
changes, but would furnish offices 
for many commodity firms. 

Support for the project has been 
offered by Frank C. Lowry, presi- 
dent of the Coffee and Sugar Ex- 
change, who has called a meeting of 
members of the exchange for May 23 
at which the board of managers will 
ask authorization to erect the com- 
modity centre in conjunction with 
other exchanges. The proposal on 
which the members will vote is as 
follows:

TRADE IRREGULAR, 
BUT BIG IN VOLUME 


Impeded in Places by Weather, 
but Greater Than a Year 
Ago, Reviews Say. 








BASIC INDUSTRIES ACTIVE 





BDun’s Reports Public’s Purchasing 
Power Still at High Level, and 
Selling Competition Keen. 





Although trade and industry were 
unsettled somewhat in the last week 
‘by wet, cool weather over wide areas, 
the volume of transactions was -sub- 
stantially greater than that in the 
corresponding week last year, ac- 
cording to the weekly commercial 
eviews. The publications note that 
business was better where warmer 
‘weather had appeared, as in parts 
.of the South, the Central West and 
the Southwest. In some lines, how- 
ever, easing off. from the activity of 
April was reported. 

Notable mnprovement was found 
4m reports of construction of houses, 
‘office buildings and stores in leading 
‘cities. There also was remarkably 
well sustained activity in the basic 
industries. In agriculture, Spring 
‘crop work was retarded by wet soil, 


‘but Fall-sown crops continued to 
make good progress. 


Bradstreet’s Report. 
Bradstreet’s review of the state of 

trade is in part as follows: 
‘‘Features in this week’s report are 
higher prices for pig iron, with eas- 
ing quotations for steel scrap; a con- 


tinuance of activity in steel sales and 
output; a rally in grain prices, led 
by wheat, following months of weak- 
ness, this latter accompanied by im- 
proved exports of wheat; a slight 
further improvement in furniture 
manufacturing and reports of fairly 


tool trade and -in Spring hardware. 
An especially interesting feature, in 
view of the long period of partial 
operations in coal mining, is the re- 

rt that industrial stocks of bi- 
uminous coal are. the smallest for 
three years. 

“The crop reports this week point 
to apparently continued good prog- 
ress by Winter wheat, with reports 
of the plant heading in parts of Okla- 
homa and Texas; the actual begin- 
ning of the wheat harvest in South 
Texas; a@ promise of double last 
year’s crop of soft Winter wheat in 
the Central West, partly offset by a 
good-sized reduction in the South- 
west; the practical finishing this 
Neweek of Spring wheat seeding; 
heavy falls of snow or rain in parts 
of the American and Canadian 
Northwest, where moisture was 
needed, and the continued delay in 
planting of corn, with prospects of a 
good, though not full, acreage in this 
crop.’ 


Dun’s Comments. 


Dun’s weekly review of business 
‘comments as follows: 

“A further check to distribution 
has resulted from scattered labor 
troubles, yet the actual and potential 
purchasing ability of consumers re- 
mains at a notably high level, and 
the removal of weather handicaps 
may be expected to have an immedi- 
ately stimulating effect. Even now, 
merchandise is being moved on the 
railroads in unequaled volume for 
this period, while recently issued re- 
turns reflect a maintenance of an 
increased export trade. 

“The existing general business situ- 
ation, with all its irregularities, re- 
tains numerous elements of impres- 
sive strength, and the excess of de- 
clines in wholesale commodity prices 
is much less pronounced this week. 
Selling continues keenly competitive 
in many channels, but economies in 
operation have been a _ balancing 
force and have made larger net earn- 
ings pousihie, despite the close profit 
Margins on individual commitments. 

ore is logical to anticipate that in- 
dustrial activities will subside as the 
Summer draws nearer, but the pres- 
ent unabated pressure on steel mills 
has demonstrated again that new 
conditions have arisen and are set- 
ting different standards.

Commerce Department Reports 
Decline in Steel Operations and 
Oil, Coal and Lumber Output. 








WHOLESALE PRICES LOWER 





Reserve Bank Loans and Discounts 
Drop, Interest Rates Rise—Fewer 
Failures Than Year Ago.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The vol- 
ume of trade in the week ended May 
11, as reflected by check payments, 
was smaller than in the previous 
week, but larger than a year agu, 
according to today’s weekly state- 
ment of the Department of Com- 
merce. Operations in steel plants 
were on a lower level than in the 
previous week, but were more active 
than in the same period of 1928. Thc 
production of crude petroleum dur- 
ing the latest reported week was 
smaller than in the previous week, 
but greater than a year ago. The 
output of bituminous coal showed a 
decline from the previous week and 
a gain over last year, and lumber 
production showed similar compart- 
sons with both periods. The primary 
distribution of goods, as indicated 
by freight carloadings covering the 
latest reported week, was about 9 
per cent greater than a year ago. 

The general level of wholesale 
prices showed a decline from the 
preceding week and was more than 
4 per cent lower than a year ago. 
Prices for iron and steel showed no 
change from the preceding week, but 
averaged higher than last year. Cot- 
ton prices showed declines from both 
periods. Loans and discounts of 
Federal Reserve member. banks 


showed a decline from the previous 
week and a gain over last year. In- 
terest rates on both call and time 
loans averaged higher than in either 
period. Bond prices showed further 
recession from both the. preceding 
week and the corresponding period 
of a year ago. Stock prices declined 
from the preceding week, but were 
higher than last year. Business fail- 
ures were fewer than a year ago. 

Receipts of hogs at the principal 
primary markets in the week ended 
May 4 were greater than in the same 
week a year ago. Cattle receipts, 
however. showed a decline from last 
year. Wheat receipts and receipts of 
cotton were likewise smaller than in 
the corresponding period of a year 
ago.

ZBYSZKO SUES ON PICTURE. 


Says He Was Damaged by Compari- 
son of His Physique With Gorilla’s. 


Stanislaus Zbyszko, wrestler, filed 
suit in the Supreme Court yesterday 
for $250,000 damages against The 
New York American, alleging loss of 
the affection and respect of his wife, 
relatives and friends when the news- 
paper published his picture with that 
of a gorilla, together with the state- 
ment: Stanislaus Zbyszko, the 
wrestler, is not fundamentally dif- 
ferent from the gorilla in physique.”’ 
This, he said, was meant to convey 
the idea that ‘‘plaintiff and said 
gorilla are akin.’’ 

The wrestler’s complaint said that 
the statement and the pictures were 
uséd in connection wtih an article 
headed ‘“‘How Science Proves the 
Theory of Evolution,” and asserted 
that prior to the publication he was 
“happily married, of good name, 
fame and credit, a professional wres- 
tler of high repute and enjoying in- 
ternational respect for dignity, fine 
traits of human character, kindli- 
ness, intelligence and culture.”’ Since 
he was photographed with a ‘‘mon- 
strous, hideous, erovious and loath- 
some gorilla,’’ he saws, ‘“‘he has been 
shunned and avoided by his wife, 
relatives, neighbors, associates and 
other persons.’’

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Denial 
that he represented himself as act- 
ing for the Insull interests in making 
a $20,000,000 cash offer for the Bos- 
ton Post was made today before the 
Federal Trade Commission by 
Charles O’Malley, Boston advertising 
agent, who challenged “he testimony 
given yesterday by Richard Grozler, 
editor and publisher of The Post. 
Besides the examination of the ad- 
vertising man and Edward D. De- 
witt, of a newspaper brckerage firm 
of New York City, the commission 
turned its inquiry into the alleged 
newspaper financial holdings of the 
Alabama Power Company. This in- 
-vestigation was suggested by Senator 
Norris of Nebraska. 
Mr. O’Malley said he had not men- 
tioned the name of the Insull inter- 
ests in his conversation with Post 
executives. He had _ negotiated 
for that newspaper and also The 
Boston Globe, he testified, on behalf 
of the two men, whom he named as 
“Campion,’’ a bond salesman, and 
“Calloran,’’? a stockbroker, both of 
New York. They had represented 
themselves to him, he added, as 
wanting to buy one of these two 
newspapers at $20,000,000 for banks 
in Chicago and New York, the 
identity of which they did not dis- 
close. 

After denying Mr. Grozier’s state- 

ments in detail he made a state- 
ment in which he said: 
“On Feb. 11 or 12 two men came to 
my office, one Campion, a_ bond 
salesman, and another whom he in- 
troduced as Colloran, who said he 
came over to Boston to purchase one 
or two newspapers. I asked him 
[Colloran] who he represented and 
he said he was not at liberty to dis- 
close that, but that if the Boston pa- 
pers received him he would disclose 
the names of these interests. 


Talked of Buying 50 Papers. 


‘‘He said that the interests he rep- 
resented intended buying fifty or 
sixty papers, five in the New Eng- 
land States. He said his interests 
now were negotiating for The In- 
dianapolis News. 

“I told him I could find out so I 
called William O. Taylor [owner of 


The Boston Globe], whom I went to 
see, and he said The Globe was not 
for sale. I took these men to sec 
a After a few minutes Taylor 
eft. 

Colloran said he wished I 
would go over to The Post and in- 
quire there. I went over and met 
Louis Marchand [business manager 
of The Post]. He said the paper was 
not for sale and said he thought it 
was unwise to make an offer to 
Grozier [editor and publisher]. I 
went back to the office and told 
these gentlemen The Post was not 
for sale. 

“The latter part of the week I 
called on Carberry to discuss adver- 
tising matters. We talked about 
many things. He asked me what 
was the newspaper situation and I 
told him of the two gentlemen who 
had been in my office.
